ALBANY, March 16.—Mr. Platt’s declara- 
tion that “the Raines liquor tax law is a 


wise, ‘beneficent measure is regarded by 


s0me here as a stuffed club directed at Gov. 
Morton’s head. If the Governor does not 
Sign the bill, he will be in cpen revolt 
against the wishes of the *“‘ Boss”’ as pub- 
licly expressed. If he does sign it, Mr. 
Platt may have the credit of having helped 
the work along. 

The promulgation of Mr. Piatt’s 
just at this time may give the Tioga man a 
little advantage at the expense of Gov. 
Morton's reputation for independent action, 
provided, of course, the latter does not 
veto the bill. No one really expects he will 
do that. If he shall sign it, the anti-Platt 
men, who have been opposing him because 
he is Mr. Piatt’s candidate, will doubtless 
point to the fact that Mr. Platt’s indorse- 
ment of the bill came just ahead of the 
Governor's action. 

This will be unfair te the Governor. It 
yas been expected for the last week that 
the Governor would sign; nevertheless, 
if he shall do so now, then Mr. Platt may 
aimost pose as a man “ who owns a Gov- 
ernor.’’ 

The Governor to-day reversed the decis- 
fon he reached last weck, and decided to 
grant a hearing to the Mayors on the 
Raines bill. This was in response to a re- 
quest from Mayor John Boyd Thacher of 
this city. This hearing will be given in the 
Executive Chamber Wednesday morning at 
10 o’clock. 

In reference to the question as to whether 
other hearings than that to the Mayors 
would be given on the Raines bill, Gov. 
Morton issued a statement declaring ‘* that 
the pressure of the Governor’s public duties 
is so great that he will be unable to afford 
time for general or special public hearings 
on the bill, but briefs or arguments in 
writing will be received up to the time of 
the arrival of the first mail-—8 A. M.—on 
Friday next.” a 

AssemblLiyman Otto Kempner (Dem.) to- 
night prepared a memorial to Gov. Morton 
asking that he return the Raines Liquor 
Tax bill to the Asembly in_ order that it 
may have full and fair consideration in the 
lower branch of the Assembly with open 
doors. The mentcrial is signed by the mi- 
nority members, and will be presented to 
the Governor to-morrow by a committee 
headed by John B. Stanchfield, the minor- 
ity leader. 

Hardly had the reading of Friday’s Jour- 
nal been dispensed with in the House to- 
night when Mr. O’Grady moved to recon- 
sider the vote by which the Journal of 
Thursday was approved. 

When the vote had been reconsidered, Mr. 
O’Grady offered an amendment stating that 
the Speaker had, on the close call of the 
Ho ise, ordered out of the chamber all per- 
sons other than ladies, duly entitled offi- 
cers of the House, and: newspaper men; 
further, that the galleries had been kept 
open for the public. ! 

“Is there objection to the amendment?” 
asked Speaker Fish. 

* “No,” answered Mr. Stanchfield. ‘‘ The 
minority has no objection to you correct- 
ing your own errors.” 

“ There-was no error on the part of the 
Speaker,” shouted Mr. O’Grady. 

“Yes, there was,’’ retorted Mr. Stanch- 
field. ‘‘ The amendment concedes that the 
minority members were right.’’ 

“No, no,” Mr. O’Grady said. ‘“ Every 
step taken last Thursday was absolutely 
correct, according to the rules. The gen- 
tleman from Chemung would know this if 
he understood the rules.” 

No objection being interposed, the amend- 
ment was ardopted, and the Journal of 
Thursday was approved as amended.

MAYOR WILL NOT ATTEND, HE SAYS, 


Will Have a Representative at Raines 
Bill Hearing, However. 


Mayor”Strong yesterday received a dis- 
patch from Mayor John Boyd Thacher of 
Albany, in reference to Goy. Morton’s de- 
cision to give a hearing in his office to- 
morrow to the Mayors of cities who want 
to be heard on the Raines bill. The mes- 
sage read: . 

Dear Sir: The Governor has granted a hear- 
ing before him on the Raines bill to the Mayors 
of the cities on Wednesday morning at 10 o'clock. 
Since you represent the city most disastrously 
affected by the bill, I earnestly hope you will be 
present. 

When questioned by reporters, Mayor 
Strong said at first that he would not at- 
tend the hearing, but afterward he said 
he would ask a representative to be =e 
As Assistant Corporation Counse John 
Proctor Clarke represents the city in Al- 
bany, it is supposed that he will represent 
the Mayor at the hearing. Some politicians 
profess to believe that Mayor Strong him- 
self will finally conclude to go to Albany. 





_MAYOR WURSTER NOT NOTIFIED. 


Gov. Morton Has Not Written Him of 
the Raines Bill Hearing. 


Mayor Wurster of Brooklyn in speaking 
to a reporter for THE NEW-YorRK TIMES 
last evening said: 

**I have not received any notice from the 
Governor that there is to be a hearing on 
the Raines bill, and therefore I cannot say 
anything about it. I will not go to Albany 
Wednesday unless in the meantime I re- 
ceive word.” 

Mayor Wurster was asked how it could 
be that he had been overlooked in the mat- 
ter, as Mayor Strong had been notified. 

“TI only know that I have not received 
any notification,” he replied. 





BROOKLYN ALDERMEN OPPOSE IT. 


They Cali upon Gov. Morton to Veto 
the Raines Bill, 


The Brooklyn Board of Aldermen met yes- 
terday afternoon, and placed itself on record 
as being opposed to the Raines bill. 

The matter came up when Alderman 
Dunne, a Democrat, offered the following: 


Whereas, The bill now. before the Governor to 
regulate excise matters, known as the Raines 
bill, is a menace to the principle of home rule, 
and 

Whereas, The said bill provides for the con- 
fiscation of property and capital legitimately 
employed in good faith by reputable men in a 
business which is held as reputable as any other 
business by law-abiding citizens, and 

Whereas, The revenves obtainable from the 
unrestricted licenses contemplated by the Raines 
bill are not wholly to inure to the benefit of the 
communities where trey are raised, but a portion 
thereof is to be seized for the benefit of the State 
ait large, 

Resolved, That this Common Council hereby 
records its strong disapproval of the so-called 
Raines bill. 

Resolved, Trat this Common Council respect- 
fully requests the Hen. Levi P. Morton to 
veto the said bili 

Resloved, That the City Clerk be directed to 
send a copy of these resolutions to his Excel- 
Jency the Governor. ‘ 

A motion was made to lay the resolution 
on the table. Five Republicans voted in 
favor of the motion and sevea Republicans 
and ten Democrats voted against it. The 
resolution was then adopted. 





RUIN TO LONG ISLAND PROPERTY. 


Summer Reserts Valued at Millions 
Will Be Unprodactive. 


Far Rocxaway, LL, March 16.—Gov. 
Morton's action upom the Raines bill is 
awaited here and at Rockaway Beafth with 
- eensiderable anxiety.. This place end Rock- 
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and boarders during the Summer, and 
should the Raines bill become a law it would 
have a serious effect upon business along 
this section of the Atlantic coast. 

Soth here and down the beach there are 
many hotels that cater almost eniirely to 
Summer trade. Taking the cost of these 
buildings, together with the land they oc- 
cupy, the investment runs up into millions 
of dollars. The changes in the excise laws 
which the Raines bill will bring about would 


make this investment almost a total loss, 
as they would virtually kill business in the 
Summer season. 

Like all shore resorts, the best day in the 
week is Sunday. Thousands come down 
here and to Rockaway Beach to enjoy the 
cool breezes and, of course, refresh them- 
selves with something besides a dip in the 
surf. With the Raines bill in force, both 
resorts would have to depend upon week- 
day trade, which, at best, is very light in 
comparison with that of a clear, bright 
Sunday. 

With the shadow of the Raines bill hang- 
ing over them, the hotel keepers are also 
fearing the Greater New-York big With 
Far Rockaway and Rockaway beach as 
parts of New-York City the license fee would 
be $800. There are only a few places which 
could afford to pay that amount, and when 
the penalties for violations of the Raines 
bill are considered, it makes the average 
hotel keeper in this section look gloomily 
seaward and wonder where he will be “‘ at ’”’ 
should Gov. Morton affix his signature to 
the bill. 

The hotel keepers will not be the only 
sufferers under the bill. The other business 
men will come in for a share of it. They 
expect. that their trade will fall off should 
the excise regulations become so strict as 
to cut down the influx of Summer visitors. 


Norta BeacuH, “lL. IL, March 16.—Should 
the Raines bill become a law it will in- 
augurate a season of ‘soft stuff’ at this 
resort on Sundays. It is not expected that 
an enforcement of the Sunday provisions of 
the bill will have much effect here, as most 
of the business in beverages is carried on 
by hotels, which, of course, would adopt 
some method of serving a meal with each 
glass of beer. The North Beach Improve- 
ment Company does not appear to be very 
much worried over the bill, as it is putting 
up a large new pavilion, which will have 
hotel accommodations attached. 

President Walter C. Foster of the Im- 
provement Company said to-day that, while 
the bill would have some effect, it. would 
not be sufficient to make very much differ- 
ence in the business of the resort. He said 
that it would have more effect upon what 
he termed the “ barnacle’’ resorts that 
have sprung up just outside of the beach 
property. 

COLLEGE Point, L. I., March 16.—The pro- 
prietors of Summer gardens and hotels 
here are up in arms against the Raines 
bill. They feel that it will kill their busi- 
ness in Summer, as the crowds come here 
mostly on Sundays. College Point is a cen- 
tre for chowder parties, and the present 
excise laws have been found to be just 
suited to the place. 


Gleason Will Be Heard. 

City, L. 1, March 16.— 
Mayor Glea.on will go to Albany to have 
his say against the Raines bill on Wednes- 
day, when Gov. Morton is to grant the 
Mayors of cities a hearing. Mayor Gleason 
is opposed to the bill and says that it is 
anything but the home rule the Republican 
Party promised the people. He claims that 
should the bill become a law, this city 
would be deprived of at least $20,000 an- 
nually, which now goes toward the support 
of the poor. 


SERIOUS SITUATION AT PORT ROYAL

Navy Department Mach Disappointed 
at the Failure to Get the Batile- 
ship Indizna into Dry Dock. 


WASHINGTON, March 16.—The docking of 
the battleship Indiana has taken on a more 
Serious aspect than is indicated by the 
statement emanating from the Navy De- 
partment to-day: ‘“‘ There will be a delay 
in the docking until the wind changes.” 

The fact is, the officials are considerably 
disturbed over the situation. Despite as- 
surances from Port Royal, received at the 
department during the past month, that, 
with certain high tides, the ship could be 
easily taken into the dock, it is now found 
that it is extremely doubtful if the vessel 
ean be docked at all. 

It was expected that there would be two 
feet of water to spare when the ship should 
be taken over the sill of the dock, allowing 
the Indiana to draw twenty-four feet, which 
is the minimum draught @f the ship, 
stripped of every essential to navigation. 
In order to get this draught, not only were 
the guns and ammunition removed, but it 
was necessary to empty the coal bunkers, 
It was said that the ship could be success- 
fully docked if the water was but twenty- 
five feet deep at the sill. That depth would 
permit taking the ship into its proper posi- 
tion without injury. 

The department has received a_ report 
stating that in an attempt to dock the shi 
to-day, bottom was touched before the dock 
was reached. This presents a new compli- 
cation, and is a surprise to the department 
experts. ‘Trouble was expected in going 
over the bar which lies in the passage to 
the dock, but this obstruction was appar- 
ently successfully evaded. It was thou ht 
that the ship could reach the dock, especial- 
ly with the least possible draugnt and tak- 
ing advantage of the highest tide, 

It is perplexing to the officials here, but 
nothing can now be dondé, probably, until 
the date of the next high tide, which will 
not be until the 25th, This means that the 
ship must remain at Port Royal for ten or 
more days, and that the workmen from 
the Norfolk Navy Yard must be taken back 
to that place and returned to Port Royal 
next week. The cost of carrying a force 
and tools from Norfolk to Port Royal and 
back is about $500, and, while the expenses 
of the second trip will be somewhat less 
than the first trip, the cost will be close to 
$1,000. : 

The experts have been very anxious to 
secure a docking of the Indiana, which has 
not been out of thz water for two years, 
and greatly needs cleaning and overhauling.

All are 
most exquisitely carved, the handiwork 
being marvelously fine,

$360,259, while the lowest bids for com- 
pleting the other remajning portions of the 
Capitol will aggregate $1, ,088, making: a 
total of $1,716,647. Besides this, an addi- 
tional $50,000 is estimated to be necessary 
for the expense of the supervision, archi- 
tects’ drawings, and other contingencies.

BATTLES AT PRIMARIES 





PLATT AND OPPONENTS VOTE FOR 
DELEGATES TO CONVENTIONS. 


Some Talk of Quiet Work for Me- 
Kinley, and the Use of Money— 
One Report Says Cornelius N. Biiss 
Lost in the Twelfth Congressional 
District—The Contests and Deals 
with the Platt Forces in ihe Lead 
—The Possible Slate. 


Primaries for the election of one set of 
delegates to the Congressional District 
Convention to choose delegates to the Re- 
publican National Convention, to be held in 
St. Louis in June, and for the election of 
another set of delegates to the Assembly 


District Convention, to select delegates to 
the Republican State Convention, to be held 
in this city next week, were held in all the 
local election districts last night. 

There was some evidence that McKinley's 
agents were quietly at work in various sec- 
tions of the city. There was some talk also 
to the effect that money was used in certain 
election districts. A conspicuous Republic- 
an politician said at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel that votes were worth $5 in sections 
of the “black belt,’ which is the name 
given by the Republican politicians to that 
part of the Twenty-fifth Assembly District 
which is largely populated by colored vot- 
ers. No charge was made as to who was 
using this money. : 

The vast majority of delegates elected 
last night to both the Congressional and 
Assembly District Conventions were, of 
course, Platt men, and the delegates they 
will elect to St. Louis will be for Gov. 
Morton for President. Mr. Platt expects 
to control all the delegatgs from this city 
to St. Louis, but it is by no means certain 
as yet that he will have a monoply. 

The Congressional District Conventions 
will be held to-morrow night, and it will 
take these conventions to determine wheth- 
er the boast of the Platt men, made for 
the nast few days, that they would capture 
all the New-York City delegates to St. 
Louis, is good. 

The weather conditions last night were 
supposed to have favored the Platt faction. 
It is probably true that it was the worst 
night for primary elections, weatherwise, 
that this city has seen in a score of years. 

The main contests between the Platt and 
the anti-Platt._ forces were in the Twelfth, 
Fourteenth, and Fifteenth Congressional 
Districts. ' 

In the Twelfth District it was conceded 
by both sides that Gen. Howard Carroll 
should be elected as a delegate to St. Louis. 
The Platt men want to send Thurlow Weed 
3arnes as the other delegate from this 
district,sand the anti-Platt men insist that 
Cornelius N, Bliss, the Treasurer of the 
Republican National Committee, should be 
sent in place of Mr. Barnes. 

The district is made up of part of the 
Twenty-fifth, Twenty-seventh, Eighteenth, 
and Seventeenth Assembly Districts, and 
all the Twenty-second and Twentieth Dis- 
tricts. There were hot fights in several! 
of the election districts of the Twenty- 
fifth Assembly District, and some of them 
that were carried at the last primaries for 
Platt were carried by the_anti-Platt forces 
last night. 

Joseph C. Johnson, one of the Platt Re- 
publican colored leaders; was reported as 


being detgmied in the Twenty -pecond Elec-_ 


fion~ District of the Twenty- 
DiStriet. Wilbur F. Wakeman, -the Secre- 
tary of the American Protective Tariff 
League, made a hot fight against Amasa 
Thornton in the election district in which 
they both live. Mr. Thornton came out 
victorious by a majority of nine votes, and 
he hurried over to the Fifth Avenue Hotel 
to announce that he ‘“‘ had done up Wake- 
man,” and that-every man who had voted 
for him “was a taxpayer,” Mr, Thorn- 
ton is, of course, one of Mr, Platt’s trusty 
men. 

Some of the Platt men sald that they 
would not be a bit surprised to see Cor- 
nelius N. Bliss pull throug If he does, 
the Platt men propose to say that Mr. 
Platt directed that he should be gent to 
St. Louis. It is known that Gov. Morton 
wishes Mr, Bliss to go, 

The Platt people were claiming they had 
enough votes in the Thirteenth Congres- 
sional District to preyent William Brook- 
field and Gen, Anson G. McCook from going 
to St. Louis. 

The deal between Charles H. Murray, 
Platt leader of the Eighth Assembly Dis- 
trict, and John J, Collins, the recently unti- 
Platt leader of the Fourth Assembly Dis- 
trict, had gone through with the uniler- 
standing that Messrs. Murray and Coliins 
should go to St. Louis as the Platt dele- 
gates. 

It was claimed at midnight at the Repub- 
lican County Committee's Headquarters, in 
West Thirty-eighth Street, that Cornelius 
N, Bliss was certainly defeated in ihe 
Twelfth Congressional District. It is best 
to wait until the convention cn Wednesday 
night before reaching a final conclusion on 
this point. 

Gen, Anson G. McCook claimed last night 
that he would certainly be elected as a del- 
egate from the Thirteenth Congressional 
District, While he is for Morton, he is an 
anti-Platt man, He will probably be for 
McKinley as second choice. 

Congressman Lemuel Ely Quig ana 
Abraham Gruber, the Platt candidates for 
delegates to St. Louis in the Fourteenth 
Congresional District, claim a clean sweep 
over T. J. Campbell and F, J. Brainerd, the 
anti-Platt candidates, who declared for 
Morton first and MeKinley second. 

Commissioner of Public Works Collis and 
Commigsioner of Corrections Wright were 
the anti-Platt candidates in the Fifteenth 
Congressional District. President Murray 
of the Excise Board and David Friedsam 
were the Platt candidates, Both sides were 
claiming the victory last night. 

Gen, Collis’s own election district prac- 
tically went against him, for his own son, 
Lioyd Collis, was the only one of the four 
delegates on his ticket elected to go to the 
Congressional District Convention. This is 
in the Twenty-ninth Assembly District, and 
Plait's friends claim to have carried the 
whole Assembly District. President Murray 
of the Bxcise Board carried his_own elec- 
tion district jn this Assembly District. 

The list of Congressional District dele- 
gates to St. Louis that will be elected to- 
morrow night, at the conventions, will be 
something as follows:

The defeat of Gen. Anson G. McCook was 
claimed at the Republican headquarters. 
At any event it looks as though Gov. Mor- 
ton would get all the New-York City votes 
on the first ballot. T. ©. Pratt apparently 
held his own, as a rule, all along the line. 
Later returns may change the results that 
appeared nearest the truth last night, and 
there will be much Republican squabbling 
for several days. ; 

Thomas F. Eagan claimed to have carried 
his district for the anti-Platt faction. If 
he is right, C. N. Bliss may _ be elected in 
the Twelfth Congressional District. The 
Platt men say that he is not right. 

it may take a very careful count of the 
votes in the Fifteenth Congressional Dis- 
trict to decide that Commissioners Collis 
and Wright have not won. Frank Raymond 
secured a lot of delegates in their interest, 

In the Frente sapere Bectign District of 
the Pwenty-fifth Assembl istrict, Mr. 
Platt’s colored friend, Caleb Simms, defeat- 
ed the anti-Platt people under the leader- 
me of his brother, jacob, and Mrs. Mary 
Hall, who is campaigning against Mr, Platt.

Probably a most important primary, so 
far as the Brooklyn Administration is con- 
cerned, was that.in the Ninth District cf 
the Nineteenth Ward. This is the district 
in which Mayor Wurster lives, 

Mayor Wurster was early at the polls 
and voted for his own ticket, which was 
elected by a vote of 42 to 28. He was sup- 
ported by Col. Andrew D. Baird and other 
prominent Nineteenth Warders. To a re- 
porter for THe Ngw-YorK TIMES, who 
spoke to him before the primary, he said: 

“I do not take an active interest in the 
primaries, but will vote. That is ny duty 
as a citizen.”’ 

Mayor Wurster sent letters to his friends 
only last week urging them to meet and 
select a ticket to be voted for at the pri- 
mary, and yet last night he said he did 
not take any active interest in the election. 

The Wurster-Willis faction was happy 
when it learned that the Mayor had suc- 
ceeded in electing his ticket, and it was also 
delighted when it heard that City Clerk 
Joseph Benjamin had been defeated in his 
own district in the Twenty-first Ward. 
Nevertheless, the FPwenty-first Ward was 
covered by the Worth-Buttling faction. 

Commissioner Willis carried the Second 
Congressional District and will be one of 
the delegates to St. Louis. Who will ac- 
company him is not as yet known, but it is 
believed that George H. Roberts, Jr., of the 
Seventh Ward will be lucky enough to get 
that honor. ‘ 

In the Third District, Park Commissioner 
Woodruff will go to St. Louis, and either 
ex-Senator William H. Reynolds of the 
Ninth Ward or Walter B. Atterbury of the 
Twenty-third will be the other delegate. 

The Worth-Buttling faction carried the 
Fourteenth, Fifteenth, Sixteenth, Seven- 
teenth, Twenty-seventh, TweSty-fifth, 
Twenty-sixth, Third, and Fifth Wards, and 
it is said that they will send six out of the 
ten delegates to St. Louis. 

Nothing positive will be known about the 
result until the Congressional District Con- 
ventions are held Thursday night, and the 
indications are that there will be two con- 
ventions held in at least two of the dis- 
tricts. 

This is due, in the main, to the difference 
of opinion existing between the State Com- 
mittee and the County Committee.

Acting under authority of the resolution 
of the State Committee, Andrew R. Jacobs 
for the Second District, W. W. Goodrich 
for the Third District, Robert A. Sharkey 
for the Fourth District, Frederick Schroed- 
er for the Fifth District, and George H. 
Nason for the Sixth District, will. call the 
conventions to order. 

All the men mentioned, except Nason, are 
State Committeemen, and it will be seen 
that in the Fourth, Fifth, and Sixth Dis- 
tricts persons not selected by Chairman 
Roberts of the County Committee will call 
the conventions to order. 

The result of this in all probability will 
be that there will be three contesting dele- 
gations at St. Louis from Brooklyn. 

The Wurster-Willis delegates will be 
anti-Platt, and will be opposed to any can- 
didate with Presidential aspirations that 
the ex-Senator favors. 





INDICTED FOR INSURANCE FRAUDS, 


William Daynes, W. W. Wolf, Andrew 
J. Ensign, and Samuel L. North- 
rup Under Arrest. 


The activity displayed by the District At- 
torney’s office in the investigation of the 
-fraudulent-Lieyds~fire-imsurance tonpariles 
resulted) yesterday in the bursting of a 
bombshell in the camp of the alleged swin- 
dlers. 

After considering a mass of evidence 
presented by Assistant District Attorney 
George Gordon Battle and Eugene L. Rich- 
ards, the deputy detailed to assist Mr. 
Battle in the investigation, the Grand Jury 
late in the afternoon found indictments 
against William Daynes, an agent doing 
business at 27 Pine Street and residing at 
200 West Fourteenth Street; William W. 
Wolf, broker, of 136 Liberty Street and 46 
West Sixty-sixth Street; Andrew J. En- 
sign, lawyer, of 123 Liberty Street and 177 
Warren Street, Brooklyn, and Samuel L. 
Northrup. 

Daynes was charged with obtaining signa- 
tures to fraudulent charters by false pre- 
tenses, The other three were charged 
with grand larceny in the first degree. It 
Was understood that the accusation against 
them was of soliciting business under the 
fraudulent charters. 

Daynes, Wolf, and Ensign were arrested 
just before 6 o’clock last night in their 
offices by Central Office detectives and were 
locked up at Police Headquarters. They 
will be taken before Justice Newburger this 
morning. Northrup is already in jail on 
another charge. 

The evidence on which the Grand Jury 
found the indictments is understood to 
connect the four men with no less than fif- 
teen fraudulent Lloyds fire insurance com- 
penies, which have done business worth 
over $500,000 during the past two or three 
years in New-York and near-by towns. 

It is charged that they were on friendly 
terms with Graham McAdam, and that their 
schemes were concocted in the building at 
123 Liberty Street. 

A number of the fifteen insurance asso- 
ciations started = eg hes ng and his asso- 
ciates lapsed some time ago. 

The arteete delighted the officials of the 
District Attorney’s office, for none of the 
men indicted escaped, as was the case when 
Graham McAdam was arrested two weeks 
ago. 


A KIOWA INDIAN WIFE DIVORCED. 





The First Marriage Dissolution Ever 
Granted to the Tribe. 


GutTHnif, Oklahoma, March 16.—The first 
divorce ever granted to a Kiowa Indian, or, 
in fact, to any member of the affiliated 
tribes of the Kiowa, Comanche, or Caddo, 
was granted in the El Reno District Court 
Saturday. The plaintiff is a full-blooded 
Kiowa girl named Bealhoo Koo, She al- 
leges that two years ago she was abduct- 
ed by a half-breed Caddo named Walter 


Upday and taken to Fort Smith, Ark., 
where Upday introduced her to five other 
Indian women, who he averred were his 
wives. 

The girl was not too ignorant to appre- 
ciate the situation, and she ran away and 
started for the Darlington Agency, in Okla- 
homa, on foot. Upday followed within a 
few weeks, and later married the girl, the 
Indian wedding ceremony being used. The 
plaintiff alleges that Upday lived with her 
two days and then suddenly left. The first 
night of the honeymoon he branded a skull 
and crossbones on the girl’s body and gave 
her a potion, which she refused to take, 
and which proved to be poison, 

During the torture the girl, true to her 
Indlan nature, never murmured. The brand 
on her body is still visible. Recently Mrs. 
Upday became enamored of an Iowa Indian 
named Charley High Keouk, and upon be- 
ing told that a marriage could not take 
place until a divorce was secured, she en- 
listed the sympathy of white friends. The 
Court granted the divorce and restored the 
girl’s maiden name,

RUSHED THROUGH FLAMES 





MORRIS ROSENGARDT AND PARTNER 
HURT IN A GREENE STREET FIRE. 


Firemen Obliged.to Raise a Ladder to 
the Third Floor of_the Building 
to Rescue Employes Who Had 
Been Imprisoned—The Fire Start- 
ed in the Basement, and Made Its 
Way Through a Shaft to the Third 


Floor. 


Morris Rosengardt of Rosengardt & Co., 
clothiers, who occupy the sixth floor of the 
seven-story warehouse, 163 Greene Street, 
was seriously burned in a fire in the build- 
ing, just before 6 o'clock last evening. 

Samuel Cohen, his partner, was burned 
about the hands while trying to rush 


through the flames as they mounted the 
Stairway. A bookkeeper in their employ 
Was cut about the hands and face by 
broken glass. A dozen other employes, 
more or less affected by the thick smoke 
which filled the building, were rescued by 
firemen, 

The scene around the fire--was one of 
wild confusion. The engines had a hard 
time in reaching the building through the 
snow and slush, and there was a big crowd 
about the place before the firemen could 
get to work. 

The building was occupied by a dozen or 
more tailoring firms, Some of them had 
not yet dismissed their empléyes when 
flames shot up from the basement, which, 
with the rear half of the ground floor, was 
occupied by Joseph Rosenthal, manufactur- 
er of artificial flowers. A freight elevator 
runs in a shaft in the centre of the build- 
ing, and it stood at the third floor. The 
flames spread to the shaft and ran upward 
until they were stopped by the floor of the 
car. There they turned off into the stair- 
way. 

The alarm had been given by the people 
on the ground floor, and many of the men 
and women employed in the building rushed 
down the stairway and reached the street. 

Morris Rosengardt, who lives at 163 Madi- 
son Street, and eight of his employes were 
in a workroom when the alarm was given. 
Mr. Rosengardt and four others reached 
the hallway on the ground floor in safety, 
but the former ran back to save some 
valuable papers. By the time he reached 
the third floor on his way down again the 
Stairway was a mass of flames. He ran 
through them, burning his hands and face 
almost to a crisp. He became bewildered 
one flight from the ground and staggered 
about until he reached an extension to the 
first floor. 

Battalion Chief Lally found him crying 
for help and moaning with pain. His in- 
juries were attended to by an ambulance 
surgeon, and he was removed to St. Vin- 
cent’s Hospital. 

By the time the firemen arrived the 
whole of the upper part of the building 
was charged with smoke. Men were 
wringing their hands and shrieking for 
help at the upper windows. The stair- 
way being impassable, the firemen of 
Truck 20 raised a ladder to the third floor 
windows and began to take out those im- 
prisoned. 

Samuel Cohen, Mr. Rosengardt’s part- 
ner, had tried to reach the street by the 
stairway, but had been turned back by 
the flames; He was taken down by Fire- 
men Behrman and Geiger, with his hands 
badly burned and: carried to a neighboring 
drug store. His bookkeeper followed. He 
had cut his hands and face with glass in 
smashing the closed window to reach the 
fire escape. 

As the men were removed they shouted 
that there were more persons inside the 
building, and the firemen groped their way 
in through the thick smoke. They found one 
man half overcome and carried him down 
the ladder. Snow was rubbed on his face 
and he recovered. He went home and the 
police were unable to learn his name. After 
rescuing him the firemen again returned 
to the building, but the water played on 
the flames had caused more smoke, and 
they ran back half exhausted. A third 
time they attempted to enter, but wera

The flames had only succeeded in reaching 
the flowers and feathers in Rosenthal’s 
place, and burning out the lower part of 
the elevator shaft and a portion of the stair- 
way. The neighboring lofts had fortunately 
been closed and were protected by  fire- 
proof doors. In all, it was estimated the 
damage done would not exceed $5,000, 

On exploring the upper part of ‘the build- 
ing it was found that all who had been in 
the warehouse escaped. The Fire Marshal’s 
office was investigating the cause of the 
fire last night, but did not learn how it 
started.

NEW-YORK AND NEW-JERSEY BRIDGE. 


All the Plans Approved by Secretary 
of War Lamont, 


Secretary of War Lamont has approved all 
the plans for the New-York and New-Jersey 
Bridge, and a communication to that effect 
was received yesterday by Secretary Swan 
of the bridge company. 

Mr. Swan said: ‘ The approval includes 
the location selected by the Commissioners 
of the Bridge and the Sinking Fund Com- 
missioners of New-York, and we are now 
free to proceed with the work of construc- 
tion on the greatest railroad bridge and 
terminals in the world.

OLNEY’S PROPOSAL TO BRITAIN. 


A Method of Settling the Venezuela 
Boundary Dispute and Sir Henry 
Stafford Northcote’s Arrival, 


LONDON, March 16.—In the House of Com- 
mons to-day Sir Albert Kaye Rollit, Inde- 
pendent Conservative, member for the 
South Division of Islington, asked what 
truth there was in the reports that the 
United States Government had expressed 
willingness that the Venezuelan dispute be 
referred to a joint commission for consider- 
ation and settlement. 

Right Hon. George N. Curzon, Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Foreign Office, 
replied that the Government had received 
official proposals from the United States 
Government upon the subject of the Ven- 
ezvelan difficulty, and that these proposals 
were in course of negotiation, and, there- 
fore, he could not communicate them to the 
House. 

Mr. Curzon stated, however, that 'the pro- 
posals made by the United States were not 
accurately described by the language in the 
question. 

WASHINGTON, March 16.—While State De- 
partment officials decline to divulge the 
nature of Secretary Olney’s latest sugges- 
tion to Lord Salisbury in regard to a meth- 
od of settling the Venezuelan dispute, it is 
understood that the way has been opened 
for negotiations which are expected to re- 
sult in some plan of adjusting the boundary 
claims satisfactory to all concerned. The 
reply of Great Britain to Mr. Olney’s pro- 
posal has not yet actually reached the 
State Department, but it is on the way, 
and there are good reasons for believing 
that Sir Julian Pauncefote, the British Am- 
bassador, has within the past twenty-four 
hours received full instructions to enter into 
negotiations here on the subject. 

The arrival in Washington at this junc- 
ture of Sir Henry Stafford Northcote, M. 
P. for Exeter, and a diplomatic and treaty 
Aegotiator of wide experience, has been 
associated with the Venezuelan affair. Sir 
Stafford Northcote, however, asserts that 
his visit is purely personal. He took 
luncheon with Sir Julian Pauncefote to- 
day. 

Sir Stafford Northcote accompanied the 
Marquis of Ripon to Washington to ar- 
range the Alabama claims treaty of 1871, 
serving as Secretary of the British Claims 
Commission, and he was Lord Salisbury’s 
private secretary at Constantinople in 1876, 
during the important negotiations then in 
progress. He has always been considered 
an extremely valuable man in such negotia- 
tions as are now about to take place in 
Washington. 

Diplomatic relations between Venezuela 
and Great Britain have been suspended for 
some years, and Minister Andrade and Sir 
Julian Pauncefote, the representatives of 
those respective nations in Washington, 
have heretofore held no official communica- 
tion. On Wednesday next a formal State 
dinner to Secretary Olney will be given 
by the British Ambassador. The Venezue- 
lan Minister has accepted an invitation to 
the reception which is to follow. It is 
possible this occasion may be made the 
means of bringing about a resumption of 
diplomatic, as well as social, amenities 
between the diplomats concerned.

FRANKFORT, Ky., March 16.—Four hune- 
dred soldiers are encamped in the State 
House Square. Armed men are guarding 
every entrance to the Capitol and every, 
entrance to the Capitol grounds. The Gov- 
ernor’s order to the guards is to exclude 


from the square all but State officials, mem- 
bers of the Legislature, newspaper men, 
and telegraph’ operators. 

The order was executed so faithfully this 
morning that when the Legislature met in 
joint session to ballot for United States 
Senator the only outsiders present were 
Senator Blackburn, United States Marshal 
Blackburn, and a few women. How Mar- 
shal Blackburn and the women managed to 
get through the lines nobody seems to 
know. Mr. Blackburn was admitted with 
the consent of the Governor. 

Whether the ballot taken to-day, which 
resulted fruitlessly, has ended the Sena- 
torial contest, is not known. Possibly

there may be a ballot to-morrow. It is be- 
lieved, however, that, whether there shall 
be a ballot or not, the Legislature will ad- 
journ without choosing a successor to 
Senator Blackburn. 


Gov. Bradley’s Attitude. 


Gov. Bradley issued a proclamation this 
morning, which contains a statement of 
his reasons for taking pgssession of the 
State Capitol with a body of soldiers. The 
proclamation is as follows: : 


Whereas, It has been made known to mé by 
the affidavits of the President of: the Kentucky 
Senate, the Speaker of the Kentucky Housé of 
Representatives, and others that for several days 
past an armed body of desperate men have, by 
their threats and demonstrations, intimidated 
and overawed some portion of the ‘members of 
the General Assembly, and that a portion of said 
persons assaulted Senator Walton and prevented 
him from going out of the Senate Chamber; 
that a party ef said persons in like manner took 
possession of the door of the House while the 
joint Assembly was in session, and, assumed to 
decide who should enter the Chamber of the 
House when said session was being. held, and 
that on the 14th day of March, 1896, a portion of 
the persons were attempted to be sworn in as 
officers by the Clerk of the Senate; to wit, a® 
deputies of the Sergeant at Arms of the Senate, 
and thereupon forcibly seized the Doorkeeper of 
the House cf Representatives while the General 
Assembly was in joint session and prevented 
him from exercising the duties of his office and 
allowed persons to enter who vere not entitled 
tu a place on the floor; that the presence of these 
men prevented members from voting in the joint 
session; that the civil authorities who are claim- 
ing to act, to wit, the Sheriff and his posse, and 
the policemen of the city, have at no time ar- 
rested any of the riotous or armed persons, but 
have stood by and permitted them to continue 
their work of intimidation, permitting armed 
persons to occupy the Senate Chamber and the 
cloakrooms, while the General Assembly was in 
joint session; that said authorities are either 
powerless, overawed, or unwilling to act, and 
that unless the Chief Executive interferes and 
protects the General Assembly, legislative aciion 
will be prevented and riot and bloodshed will 
follow: and that the security of the lives of the 
citizens and officers of the Commonwealth Tre 
quire such Executive action; 

Now, therefore, as Governor of the Commone 
wealth of Kentucky, I hereby call into active 
service, to be placed under command of Col. 
John B. Castleman, 300 men of the First Ken- 
tucky Regiment of State Guards, Company E of 
the Second Regiment of Kentucky Guards, to be 
placed under command of Col. E. H. Gaither, 
and Company B of the Second Regiment of Kene 
tucky State Guards, the latter under the come 
mand of Adjt. Gen. Collier, until said Gaither 
reaches Frankfort, Ky., when the same will be 
placed under the command of the said Gaither, 
who, together with said Castleman, will be une 
der the command of said Adjt. Gen. Collier. whe 
(said Collier) witl report to me. Said Gaither 
and Castleman are ordered to proceed with thelr 
regiments to Frankfort, Ky.

10 o’clock the famous Louisville Legion, 
under command of Col. John B, Castle- 
man, arrived and went on duty about the 
State House. A strong guard was also 
placed at the arsenal as a precaution. 

The streets were crowded as early as § 
e’clock, and every incoming train was loade 
ed down with Blackburn sympathizers and 
curious people who had come to town ex- 
pecting to see fighting. Almost every man 
was armed, dnd pistols were very much ip 
evidence. 

Most of the members of the Legislature 
arrived early at the State House, and many 
of them joked about the situation. There

FIFTH STORM OF THE KIND ‘THIS 
WINTER, AND MOST SEVERE,

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Blockade, However, smpedes Pedes- 
trians and Travel Very Little~The 
Work in Clearing the Streets, and 
What Col Waring Said—Heavy 
Mowufall Made Much Work on 
the Big Bridge, Which Was Solid- 
ly Loaded. 


Fourteen inches of snow on the level was 
the result of the storm which began at 10 
A. M. Sunday and turned to rain yesterday 
afternoon. The storm was the fifth of the 


kind of this Winter, and the most severe. 

When the snowfall began the temperature 
Was 26° above zero, and the rain fell when 
the thermometer registered 33°. The wind 
Was northeast and blowing from ten to 
eighteen miles an hour. 

Low pressure in the southwest caused 
the storm, whose area was yesterday from 
the Mississippi to the Atlantic Ocean. In 
part of this range there was snow, in the 
rest rain, so that, while New-York, Albany, 
Buffalo, Boston, Portland, Me. and Chi- 
cago were mantled in white, there was a 
drenching downpour at Philadelphia, Wash- 
ington, and Knoxville. 

There were no long faces yesterday where 
men gather to discuss crop prospects. The 
storm before, they argued, was timely and 
cheering, but the one of Sunday assures 
absolute recovery of the soil from the 
drought of 1895, a good grass crop, excel- 
lent tilling and crops, while all springs, 
reservoirs, and swamps will, after the fresh- 
ets run off, remain brimming, and so 
guarantee an abundant water supply for 
the Summer. 

Locally, the snow blockade, although far 
greater than the cthers of the Winter, im- 
peded neither pedestrians nor travel. There 
was much discomfort and necessity for 
water-proof footgear, and it was every- 
where miserably sloppy, but steam, ca- 
ble, and horse car traffic went on as if 
there was no storm. On the elevateai roads 
the snow was too soft for caking, and on 
the surface roads plows and Sweepers eas- 
ily disposed of it, while their operations 
piled mounds of snow and dirt at the side 
of the tracks, 

In some streets this compelled vehicles to 
use the tracks, so that there were aggra- 
vating delays. The trucking interests suf- 
fered the most, as the strain of pulling 
heavy loads in uncleaned ‘streets told on 
the horses, and in many places loaded ve- 
hicles were stalled until new teams were 
Secured. On some of the surface roads 
extra horses were needed until 11 P. M. 
‘s The storm just over,” said Col. Waring, 

came on us unexpectedly. It is worse 
than any we had last year. The men of my 
department have done all they could in 
opehing up, and they are removing ashes 
and other house refuse, even in districts 
where tradesmen are using sleighs to serve 
customers. I cannot tell what Mr. Tate is 
doing.

* By request of many who use sleighs, I 
have asked that no snow be taken from 
Fifth Avenue.

“We worked yesterday,” said Contractor 
Tate, “‘and hauled 20,000 loads, or 380,000 
cubic yards, of snew. We shall not do bet- 
ter to-day. Hauling is heavy, and the snow 
wet and nasty. Sunday our men began at 
9 A. M. and knocked off at 6 P. M. We 
opened up every main thoroughfare below 
I orty-second Street. 

“We had plenty of carts and about 1,300 
shovelers to-day, and began on Broadway 
from Park’ Place to Forty-second Street, 
which is now clean; Wall Street, Broad 
Street, and part of Nassau Street. To-night 
we shall knock off at 6 o’clock between 


‘Broome Street and Forty-second Street and 


clean up down town. We shall, although 
we have had to ignore the dry goods dis- 
trict, clean Park Row, Chambers Street, 
Barclay Street, Cortlandt Street, Vesey 
Street, and Fulton Street. It may not be 
possible, on account of the thaw, to haul 
another load of snow after Tuesday night. 
If the thaw holds until then, all the snow will 
be cut up into water or mud. Yes, the city 
will be in a very unpleasant condition, but 
it will be its farewell Winter discomfort for 
the season, unless all signs fail.’”’ 

The indications for to-day, as furnished by 
the Local Weather Bureau, are cloudy 
weather, with rain or snow, probably clear- 
ing by night. Stationary temperature. 





MONEY TO REMOVE THE SNOW. 


Transfer of $100,000 to Col, Waring— 
Bids to Dispose of All Garbage. 


The Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment met yesterday and at the request of 
Street Cleaning Commissioner Waring 
awarded a transfer of $100,000 for the re- 
moval of snow and ice. The heavy snow- 
fall of Sunday and yesterday made this nec- 
essary. The amount appropriated to Col. 
Waring this year on the removal of snow 
and ice account now reaches $240,000. 

After the meeting President Barker of the 
Tax Department asked Col. Waring why he 
had not advertised for the final disposition 
of all matters of refuse, as well as for the 
final disposition of garbage. After consid- 
erable talk Col. Waring said the contract 
for disposing of all garbage would probably 
be advertised to-day or to-morrow. 





BIG LOAD ON BROOKLYN BRIDGE. 


Most Troublesome Storm with Which 
Officials Have Had to Deal, 


“In the annals of the Brooklyn Bridge 
history,’’ said one of the officials after the 
adjourned meeting of Trustees yesterday, 
“there has never been a snow which lay 
more solidly or interfered more with traffic 
than this one.”’ 

The fact that the cars kept running on 
schedule time was a matter of congratula- 
tion for Chief Engineer Martin, who acted 
temporarily as Chief of the snow-removing 
force. It was due to his foresight that a 
blockade was avoided. Under his direction 
150 men were sent out in gangs along the 
structure under foremen Sunday evening 
and kept working with shovels and brooms 
until morning, when a relay force relieved 
them. 

“The blizzard of 1888,” said Mr. Martin 
yesterday, “was not a pinch to this. The 


wind was so terrific then that it blew the 


snow off most parts of the structure or 
fled it up in heaps, so that we could cart 

t away quickly. 

* This snow, however, is packed down like 
asphalt, and if it does not rain hard or if 
the weather gets colder it will require dig- 
ging to get it leose. 

“Tt is hard to tell exactly how much ex- 
tra expenditure the snowfall will entail, as 
this will depend on the turn the weather 
takes. Probably $1,000 will cover our ex- 
penses.”’ : 

The 150 men of the snow force were di- 
vided up as shovelers, sweepers, and cart 
drivers. The snow came down so-fast Sun- 
day night that they were not allowed time 
to go to a restaurant. Hot coffee and sand- 
wiches were served to them while at work. 
Notwithstanding this, the storm got a big 


lead. 

The Bridge Police did not remember a day 
when so few pedestrians used the footpath 
as yesterday. 

From a distance the Bridge, with all its 
rigging coated with snow, kk jetur- 
esque.

WEATHER FORECASTS BY MAIL. 


Plan to Have Predictions Stamped on 
the Back of Envelopes. 


Weather forecasts with your mail is a 
scheme that may be put into practical 
operation through Postmaster Willett of 
Washington and Willis L. Moore, Chief of 
the Weather Bureau, which is in the Agri- 
cultural Department. 

Prescience in atmospheric happenings is 
eagerly received all over the country, and 
a step to the general dissemination of such 
foreknowledge was taken when Weather 
Bureau bulletins were given a, wider circu- 
lation by sending them for posting to 
restaurants, hotels, offices, and business 
houses, where they have been conspicuous- 
ly displayed. ‘The demand for bulletins 
grew, until the request for them had to be 
refused, because the facilities for distribu- 
tion were not equal to the demand. 

Postmaster Willett’s project is to add to 
what is known as-the “back stamp” of 


the various. Post Offices an outer ring, in 
which will be stamped a concise weather 
bulletin. 

The “back stamp” notes the date of re- 
ception of the letter, in order to facilitate 
the tracing of delays in forwarding. The

wording for the outer ring for the weather 
probabilities will, according to present 
plans, be made up according to the fore- 
casts, which are to be sent to the Post 
Office Department at 10 A. M. and 10 P. M. 

The innovation will necessitate the fur- 
nishing of apparatus to make up the new 
“back stamp” with the weather ring, as 
shown in the sketch. The plan may 
put into operation before the end of the 
month, but yesterday no yg gy for 
it or instructions in regard to it had been 
received at the New-York Post Office. 

The scheme has already been tested ex- 
perimentally in several Post Offices, and the 
success of it is not in doubt. To begin 
operations, an appropriation by Congress 
will be required. The principal offices 
will first be supplied with the new “ back 
stamp.” 

Advocates of the plan say that the official 
forecasts are correct in four out of five 
cases, and that the information supplied 
by the Weather Bureau’ is worth many 
times the amount it costs to maintain it— 
850,000 a year. 





DANGER OF FLOODS IN NEW-JERSEY 


Rain Following the Snow Causes Con- 
sternation in the Valleys. 


JersEy City, N. J., March 16.—The snow- 
fall in New-Jersey ranged from ten inches 
to a foot and a half in depth. Trains on 
all railroads were delayed. The roads in 
the country were almost impassable for 
wagons, and travel by foot was suspended. 

The trolley lines in the cities were badly 
crippled, although sweepers were kept on 
the lines constantly. The snow lay very 
evenly, and ‘the fact that it did not drift 
made it easier for the traction companies 
than would otherwise have been the case. 

The heavy rain which followed the snow 
caused consternation through those parts 
of New-Jersey which lie along the river 
valleys. The rain caused the snow to melt 
rapidly, and floods are threatened that will 
be serious if the rain continues long. 

Along the Delaware, Raritan, and Pas- 
saic preparations are being made for a 
freshet. 

The unusual spectacle of vivid lightning, 
accompanied by heavy peals of thunder, 
while it was snowing was witnessed in 
Passaic this evening. An electric storm of 
considerable proportions passed over the 
city. A mixture of snow and sieet was fall- 
ing at the time. 





THE STORM ALONG THE HUDSON. 


Sing Sing and Yonkers People Incon- 
venienced by the Snow. 


S1nc Sine, N. Y¥., March 16.—The heaviest 
snow storm of the season was that of yes- 
terday and to-day. It began about noon 
Sunday, and, with short intermission, con- 
tinued until this morning. About a foot of 
snow fell. In its wet condition it proved a 
great impediment to the trolley cars and 
those in White Plains were laid up. The 
travel on the principal thoroughfare, Rail- 
road Avenue, by sleighs and wagons, was 
so great that the snow was packed hard 
upon the roadbed, rendering it almost im- 
possible to clear the rails. 

In this village the electric railroad com- 
pany had its big snow plow out early and 
removed the snow before there was any 
travel over it to pack it down, and con- 
sequently the cars began running on sched- 
ule time at 6 o’clock. 

In Yonkers snowplows and _ sweepers 
cleaned the snow from the rails so that 
travel was not much impeded, though the 
cars in the morning could not observe any 
schedule time. 

The railroad trains were running with 
much regularity, the through expresses be- 
ing but a few minutes late.

McKINLEY’S METHODS PROVOKE SE- 
VERE CRITICISM IN HIS PARTY. 


Senator Chandler Protests Against 
Means Used to Secure Votes for 
the Ohio Man—Objects Particular- 
ly to the Fat-Frying That Has 
Been Going on in Pennsylvania— 
Calls on McKinley to Say Who Is 
Responsible for It. 


WASHINGTON, March 16. — Boisterous 
claims for McKinley may turn out, by 
early June to be not more effective in 
developing delegates. into. voters for the 
object of the boom than were the claims 


of the noisy Blaine boomers of the years 
past. But the McKinley boomers are at 
work, and they are so confident that they 
make the-friends of “favorite sons’’ un- 
comfortable. ‘‘ Claim everything’’ appears 
to be the McKinley motto now, and Gen. 
Grosvenor, the adroit manager for the Ohio 
candidate, who is conducting the Washing- 
ton part of the work with an energy and 
dash that may be regarded by the Speaker 
and his admirers in Congress as decidedly 
yeprehensible if not unfashionable, is as 
good a claimant as any of the others. 

A protest from the East, in the form of 
a newspaper article, was sounded this 
morning by Senator Chandler against the 
reported efforts by McKinley men to buy 
delegates and to compel support for Mc- 
Kinley from the beneficiaries of the tariff 
act of 1890. Mr. Chandler is not at all sure 
that an appeal to the people based on belief 
in the righteousness of that bill would win 
approval. But he is sure that if there was 
anything good in the bill, Reed and Allison 
are entitled to a share of credit. He might 
have mentioned that Aldrich, too, who 
allowed the manufacturers to frame the 
bill, knew much more about it than Mc- 
Kinley, and that he tried to hide gifts to 
classes by offering reciprocity. Mr. Chand- 
ler does not say much about the credit 
due the Republican side for the tariff of 
1894, yet he might have told the interviewer 
that when the bill was “ held up”’ by the 
highwaymen, Senator Quay insisted that 
the iron and steel schedules should suit 
him, Aldrich fixed upon the cotton and 
woolen schedule to suit him, and Quay and 
Aldrich waited upon and supported the 
Sugar Trust combine, that forbade the pas- 
sage of a bill that did not meet the ap- 
proval of the Sugar Trust. 

Mr. Chandler's talk may add ta the gayety 
of unprejudiced men, but it will not pro- 
mote party harmony. 

The interviewer asked the New-Hamp- 
shire Senator this question: 

‘What is thought and said among the 
Republicans whom you have met about 
the recent developments showing that 
money contributions are being solicited from 
the-manufacturers of the East to help Mr. 
McKinley?” 

To this question Mr. Chandler replied: 

“Jt has been very seldom that I have 
heard more indignation expressed on any 
minor subject of politics. than within the 
last few days, as information has come as 
to the extent to which these levies upon 
protected interests are being made. Anger 
is uttered by the friends of all other candi- 
dates, and also by the most sagacious poli- 
ticians, who have no preferences as vet. 

“Tt has always been conceded that it 
is fair politics to advocate Mr. McKinley 
because he represents such protection as 
was given by the bill of 1890, which brought 
to the Republican Party, undeservedly, its 
widespread defeats in the Fall of that year. 
In the return of the people to their Gesire 
for protection it is fair to argue that Mr. 
McKinley, by whose name the bill was 
ealled, will be an appropriate candidate for 
President. But even here there is a feeling 
that the argument is being pressed a little 
too far. 

“Messrs: Allison and Reed were quite as 
important factors as Mr. McKinley in the 
handling of the bill of 1890, and Mr. Allison 
is certainly Mr. McKinley’s superior in a 
knowledge of the necessary details which 
enter into the problem of a revenue by tariff 
duties. Conceding, however, that if a high-

HAS MR. MORTON CHANGED HIS 


MIND? 


Before Erie County Acted &: Insisted 
that He Must Have a Solid Vote. 


ALBANY, March 16.—Some of those Repub- 
licans who have to-day commented on the 
selection of two McKinley delegates to the 
St. Louis Convention in Erie County have 
recalled the position taken by Gov. Morton 
prior to his formal entry into the lists as a 
Presidential candidate. 

As his attitude was understood then, the 
one essential condition on which he would 
make the fight for a nomination was that 
the New-York delegation should be solid 
for him. Two or three men who were on 
confidential terms with the Governor an- 
nounced that this was the position he as- 
sumed. He is said to have told some who 
talked with him on the subject that he 
would not allow his name to be presented 
to the convention unless the seventy-two 
New-York delegates were solidly support- 
ing him. Even a complimentary and 
unanimous vote as the “ favorite son’”’ he 
did not want. There has veen talk of en- 
forcing the “ unit rule.” 

This, it is said, could only be done unoffi- 
cially, and, if done at all, would be the re- 
sult of a caucus of the delegation. The 
bosses who are engineering the Morton 
boom are in favor of such action, but pre- 
dictions are made that the two Erie County 
men would refuse to obey any such caucus 
order. They are now openly hostile to the 
“ machine.”’ 

In view of this, some say that a solid del- 
egation for Morton will be an impossibility 
at any stage of the convention. The politi- 
cians are asking if Gov. Morton still holds 
to that idea, and if he will allow his name 
to be presented to the convention, backed 
by 70 votes at most, instead of 72. The 
Governor does not discuss the subject. 





INSTRUCTED FOR MORTON. 


Conventions Held in Herkimer, Scho- 
harie, and Monroe Counties, 


Utica, N. Y., March 16.—The Republican 
Convention for the Twenty-fifth Congres- 
sional District at Herkimer this afternoon 
was quiet.

THE RESOLUTION FIXING ON APRIL 
23 ADOPTED BY THE ASSEMBLY. 


Members Now Will Be Expected to 
Aid in Expediting Business—An- 
other Hearing to be Had on the 
New-York School Biil—The Bill 
Giving Justices Additional Com- 
pensation Amended in the Senate 


—Greater New-York Again. 


ALBANY, March 16.—A concurrent resolu- 
tion for the final adjournment of the 
Legislature was introduced in the House 
to-night by Majority Leader O’Grady. It 
provides that the Legislature shall adjourn 


Sine die April 23 at 2 P. M. 

The resolution was adopted, the older 
members commenting on the fact that this 
was the earliest within their recollection 
that the adjournment resolution had ever 
been adopted. 

The object of the early introduction of 
the resolution, as stated by Mr. O’Grady, 
was to give the members notice, in order 
that the work of the session can be hurried 
as rapidly as possible. 

In the Senate no action was taken. 

Mr. Austin’s bill amending the racing law 
was passed. 

Mr. French’s providing for Commissioners 
in New-York City for the condemnation of 
property for school sites was passed, along 
with Mr. Brennan’s authorizing Brooklyn to 
use $425,000 appropriated for the use of the 
public school system, and Mr. Cullen’s 
authorizing Brooklyn to establish a free 
public bath in the Sixth Ward. 

In the Senate to-night, Mr. Austin’s bill 
providing for additional compensation for 


Justices of other districts assigned to duty 
in the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court, First Department, came up for pas- 
sage, and Senator Mullin spoke against it, 
saying: ‘‘ The principle is wrong. The Jus- 
tices serving in the First Department now 
get $17,500 salary. The Judges up the State 
do as much work, but receive only $7,500 
salary.” 

Senator Lexow said the bill would do 
away with the fact that Judges from the 
interior drawing $7,500 a year had to sit on 
the bench with Judges doing like work and 
receiving $17,500 salary. The City of New- 
York was desirous of paying the increased 
salaries, 

Senator Krum offered an amendment de- 
signed to make sure that the additional 
compensation be paid by the City of New- 
York, The amendment was adopted and 
the bill was ordered to be reported. 

Senator Mullins’s bill increasing the sal- 
Forest, and Game 
Commissioners, and decreasing the salary 
of the President of the commission, was 
made a special order for to-morrow morn- 
ing immediately after the reading of the 
Journal. It is said that Senator Raines 
asked for the special order, and will oppose 
the bill. 

Senator McNulty’s bill amending the Code 
of Criminal Procedure so as to allow May- 
ors to call out the militia in case of riot 
was called up. Senator McNulty, in ex- 
planation, stated that there was a disparity 
in the provisions of the military code and 
the criminal code. The bill took away the 
power of Judges to call the militia out, and 
made plain the power of Mayors to do so. 

Senator Cantor said the bill should be 
considered carefully, and it was laid aside. 


Bills Signed by the Governor, 


ALBANY, March 16.—Gov. Morton has 
signed the following measures: 

Chapter 98—Assemblyman French’s bill—Provid- 
ing that the Clerk and Deputy Clerk of the 
Court of Special Sessions in New-York County 
shall subscribe to the oath of office, which shall 
be filed with the County Clerk, and that they 
shall also execute a bend in the penal sum of 
$5,000 with sureties to be approved by the City 
Controller, conditioned on the faithful perform- 
ance of their duties. 

Chapter %99—Senator Wray’s—Authorizing the 
Justices of the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court, Second Department, to appoint a Clerk, 
salary, $5,000; a Deputy Clerk, salary $2,000, and 
five attendants, salary $1,200 each. . 

Chapter 108—Assemblyman A. C. Wilson’s- 
Providing that the Warden of the City Prison or 
the prison to which the commitment was made; 
shall receive fines when not paid to the Clerk 
of the court where sentence was imposed, and 
that the Warden shall turn over such moneys 
to the Controller of New-York City. 

Several minor bills were also approved.

ALBANY, March 16.—The Senate Cities 
Committee will Wednesday afternoon give 
a hearing on the committee substitute for 
the Page and the Pavey New-York City 
School bills.

—Senator White’s bill, authorizing the es- 
tablishment of houses of detention for witnesses 
in counties of 100,000 population has been passed 
by the Senate.

WASHINGTON, March 16.—The statements 
furnished the Department of Agriculture 
by all railways and transportation com- 
panies show that from Sept. 1, 1895, to 
Feb. 1, 1896, the total actual movement of 
eetton from the States of production to 
ports, Northern and Western mills, Canada, 
Mexico, and all other destinations, amount- 
ed to 5,236,722 commercial bales. Reports 
from the cfficials of the mills show actual 
purchases durjng the same period amount- 
ing to 609,766 bales. The department’s 
township and precincts reports show that 
Feb. 1, 1896, there remained on plantations 
252,163 bales; in warehouses, 358,741 bales;

THE EX-SPEAKER’S STATEMENTS OF 
TREASURY POLICY DENIED. 


Allegations of Discrimination Be- 


tween Gold and Silver in Pay- 
ments Unfounded—Answer to One 
of the Stock Arguments of Free- 
Coinage Advocates—The Secretary 
Merely Has Complied with the 
Luw of His Country. 


WASHINGTON, March 1¢6.—Representative 
Patterson of Tennessee made public to-day 
the following letter, which he received this 
morning from Secretary Carlisle: 


You state that in u speech delivered by the 
Hon. Charles F. Crisp in the House of Repre- 
sentatives on tke 14th day of February, that 
gentleman said: ‘‘ He (meaning the Secretary of 
the Treasury) refaQses to give silver for gold, be- 
cause he must hold the silver to pay the silver 
certificates and Sherman notes issued under the 
act of 1890, and when a Sherman note issued un- 
der the act of 1890 is presented he redeems it in 
gold and not in silver. What mockery is this? 
What sor: of friendly treatment is accorded silver 
by this law and the practice that obtains at the 
Treasury of the United States? ’’ 

And you ask me to “state fully how you (1D 
have dealt with the silver currency since your 
(my) incurmbency cf the office of Secretary of the 
Treasury, and whether you (I) have, in dealing 
with the subject, discredited silver? ’’ 

In answer to your question I-can only say that 
fn all the operations of the Treasury Department 
during my administration of its affairs the legal- 
tender gold and silver coins of the United States 
have been treated precisely alike, except that 
greater efforts have been made to keep silver coins 
in circulation than have been made to keep gold 
coins in circulation. 

The amount paid out by the department in sil- 
ver coins and silver certificates greatly exceeds 
the amount paid out in gold coins and gold cer- 
tificates, and in no instance has the least dis- 
crircination. been mace against silver or its paper 
representative. In no instance has silver or sil- 
ver certificates been refused in payment of a 
debt or demand due the Government, and in no 
instance has the Government refused to pay sil- 
ver coins or silver certificates in discharge of its 
obligations when the holders of the obligations 
demanded or requested such payment. 

When United States notes or Treasury notes 
are presented for redemption gold is paid if it 
is demanded, and ‘f silver is demanded silver is 
paid. Thus the coins of the two metals are 
treated exagtly alike in making payments by the 
Government as well as in the discharge of debts 
due to the Government. It has always been the 
policy of the Treasury Department to encourage the 
use of silver to the largest possible extent, and in 
order to accomplish this standard silver dollars 
will be sent by express at the expense of the 
Government to any one who will deposit an equiv- 
alent amount in silver certificates or in Treasury 
notes of 1890 with the United States Treasurer 
or any assistant treasurer, or with a Nationa) 
bank depository, and subsidiary silver coins 
will be sent by express, at the expense of the 
Government, to any one who will deposit with 
such offices or banks any kind of United States 
currency or National bank notes; but gold is 
mot sent to anybody free of charge. 

There was a great and unusual demand in 
August, 1893, in nearly every part of the coun- 
try, for currency of small denominations, and in 
its attempts to supply this demand the Treas- 
ury Department paid out, in defraying the ex- 
penses of the Government, and in exchange for 
other forms of currency, all the silver that could 
be lawfully used for these purposes, so that 
fog a short period it was compelled to suspend 
payment in standard silver dollars, except in 
the redemption of silver certificates and Treas- 
ury notes of 1890. The law authorizing the issue 
of silver certificates upon deposits of silver pro- 
vides that ‘*‘ the coin deposited for or represent. 
ing the certificates, shall .be retained in the 
Treasury for the payment of the same on de- 
mand.’ It is, therefore, plain that whenever 
the amount of silver dollars in the Treasury does 
not exceed the amount of silver certificates out- 
Standing, the Secretary of the Treasury cannot, 
Without a violation of.law, pay out such silver 
except for the redemption of certificates. At 
such times he has no more right to exchange 
silver dollars for gold than he has to pay them 
out in any other manner. 

But there is also another fund in the Treasury 
Which is required by iaw to be held for a dif- 
ferent purpose. It consists of the bullion and the 
Standard silver dollars coined from the bullion 
purchase under the act of July 14, 1890. That 
act provides for the purchase of silver bullion at 
the market price and the issue of Treasury notes 
in payment for it, and it also declares that *‘ no 
greater or less amount of such’ notes shall be 
outstanding at any time than the cost of the 
silver bullion and the standard silver dollars 
coined therefrom, then held in the Treasury pur- 
chased by such notes.’’ Under this provision the 
Secretary is required to keep in the Treasury at 
all times an amount of silver bullion, at its cost 
price, and in standard silver dollars coined from 
the purchased bullion exactly equal to the 
amount of Treasury notes outstanding, and he 
cannot, therefore, lawfully use such standard 
silver dollars except for the redemption and can- 
cellation of Treasury notes. 

My letter to the United States Senate, upon 
which Mr. Crisp’s statement seems to have been 
based, was written on the 17th day of August, 
1893, and at that time there was no free silver 
in the Treasury; that is, there were no standard 
silver dollars in the Treasury, except such as the 
law required to be held for the redemption of 
silver certificates and the Treasury notes of 1890, 
and these redemptions were made at all times 
during that month and every other month when 
these forms of currency were presented. During 
the month of August, 1893, Treasury notes to the 
amount of $1,273,267 were redeemed in silver, 
and cancelled, and since the first day of August, 
1893, the total amount of such notes redeemed in 
silver and cancelled is $19,533,722. Prior to my 
administration of the affairs of the department 
mone of these notes had been redeemed in silver 
or cancelled. 

Since the beginning of this Administration 
nearly $110,000,000 in gold has been procured in 
exchange for other forms of currency. Of this 
amount $8,915,812 has been procured in exchange 
for silver coin and $10,629,330 in exchange for 
silver certificates. The department has never re- 
fused to exchange silver for gold when it had 
silver that could be lawfully used for that pur- 
pose, and if it had so refused I:am wholly un- 
able to see how it could be considered a discrim- 
ination against silver. Is a refusal to pay out 
gold in exchange for silver a discrimination 
against gold? If not, it, of course, follows that 
@ refusal to pay out sijver for gold is not a dis- 
crimination against silver. 

In response to your verbal inquiry concerning 
the coinage of standard silver dollars during the 
present Administration, you are advised that it 
amounts to the sum of $6,662,000 up to the 15th 
day of this month, while the whole amount of 
such dollars coined in this country from the 
establishment of the Mint, in 1792, up to Feb- 
ruary, 1878, a period of eighty-six years, was 
$8,030,000.

’ “ COIN” MEANS “ GOLD.” 


Emphatic Declaration Made by the 
Massachusetts Board of Trade. 


Boston, March 16.—At a special meeting 
to-day of the Massachusetts Board of Trade 
the following declaration was adopted: 


That the interest of every person, whether en- 
gaged in agriculture, manufacture, or trade, de- 
mands for its future success and prosperity a 
continuance of the present gold standard of value. 

That every dollar of the currency of this Na- 
tion shall be equal in vaiue to a gold dollar. 

That our citizens should require that all dele- 
gates to the coming conventions of the great po- 
litical parties shall be advocates and favorable 
to distinct platform utterances for the present 
gold standard of value. 

And we affirm that the word “coin” in the 
bonds of the United States has always stood 
for ‘‘gold,’’ stands for ‘“ gold’’ to-day, and 
should stand for ** gold ’’ in the future. 


These resolutions are in line with those 
of the Boston merchants adopted Saturday.

MUST GUARD UUR GATES 


THE NGCESSITY OF RESTRICTING 
IMMIGRATION TO OUR SHORES, 


Senator Lodg> Makes an Address on 


the Fropused Amendment to the 


Law~—vThe Tesi to Discover the Lit- 
erary Qualifications of an Unin- 
vited Immigrant He Regards as 
nan Good Meuns of Protection for 


the Country. 


March 16.—The bill to 
amend the existing law so as to place fur- 
ther restrictions upon immigration to the 
United States was taken up in the Senate 


to-day, and Mr. Ledge (Rep., Mass.,) made 
a short address in advocacy cof the bill. 
In the course of his speech he said: 


‘The bill is of the simplest kind. The first sec- 
tion excludes from the country all immigrants 
who cannot read and write either their own or 
some language. The second section merely pro- 
vides a simple test for determining whether the 
immigrant can read or write, and is added to the 
bill so as to define the duties of the Immigrunt 
Inspectors and to assure to all immigrants alike 
perfect justice and a fair test of their knowl- 
edge. 

The statistics prepared by the committee show 
that the immigrants excluded by the illiteracy 
test are those who remain for the most part in 
congested masses in our great cities. They fur- 
nish, as other tables show, a large proportion 
of the population of the slums. The committee's 
report proves that illiteracy runs parallel with 
the slum pcpulation, with criminals, paupers, 
an@ juvenile delinquents of foreign birth or pa- 
rentage, whose percentage is out of all propor- 
tion to their. share of the total population when 
compared with the percentage of the same classes 
among the native-born. It also appears from in- 
vestigations which have been made that the im- 
migrants who would be shut out by the illiteracy 
test are those who bring least money to the 
country and come most quickly upon private or 
public charity for support. 

The replies of the Governors of twenty-six States 
to the Immigration Restriction League show that 
in only two cases are immigrants of the classes 
affected by the illiteracy test desired, and those are 
of a single race. All the other immigrants men- 
tioned by the Governors as desirad.. belong to 
the races which are but slightly affected by the 
provisions of this bill. It is also proved that the 
classes now excluded by law, the eriminals, the 
diseased, the paupers, and the contract laborers, 
are furnished chiefly by the same races as those 
most affected by the test of illiteracy. ‘The same 
is true as to those immigrants who come to this 
country for a brief season and return wt their 
native land, taking with them the money they 
have earned in the United States, There is no 
more hurtful and undesirable class of immigrants 
from every point of view than these “ birds of 
passage,’’ and the tables show that the races 
furnishing the largest number of ‘ birds of pas- 
sage ’’ have also the greatest proportion of illit- 
erates, 

These facts go to demonstrate that the ex- 
clusion of immgrants unable to read or write, as 
proposed by this bill, will operate against the 
most undesirable and harmful part of our pres- 
ent immigration and shut out elements which 
no thoughtful or patriotic man can wish to see 
multiplied among the people of the United 
States. The report of the committce also proves 
that this bill meets the great requirement of all 
legislation of this character, in excluding the 
greatest proportion possible of thoroughly unde- 
sirable and dangerous immigrants and the small- 
est proportion of immigrants who are unob- 
jectionable. 

Mr. Lodge gave a historical sketch of the 
settlement of America and of the various 
waves of immigration that have contributed 
so largely to the wealth and population of 
the country. And he continued: 

Since 1875, however, there has been a great 
change. While the people, who, for 250 years, 
have been migrating to America, have continued 
to furnish large numbers of immigrants to the 
United States, other races of totally different 
race origin, with whom the English-speaking peo- 
ple have never hitherto been assimilated or 
brought in contact, have suddenly begun to im- 
migrate to the United States in large numbers— 
Russians, Hungarians, Poles, Bohemians, Ital- 
jans, Greeks, and, even Asiatics, whose immi- 
gration to America was almost unknown twenty 
years ago, have, during the last twenty years, 
come in steadily increasing numbers until now 
they nearly equal the immigration of those races 
kindred in blood or speech or both, by whom 
the United States has hitherto been built up and 
the American people formed. 

This momentous fact is the one which con- 
fronts us to-day, and, if continued, it carries 
with it future consequences far deeper than any 
other event of our times. It involves, in a word, 
nothing less than the possibility of a great and 
perilous change in the very fabric of our race. 
The English-speaking race, as I have shown. has 
been made slowly during the centuries. Nothing 
has happened thus far to radically change it 
here. In the United States, after allowing for 
the variations produced by new climatic infiu- 
ences and changed conditions of life and of po- 
litical institutions, it is still in the great 
sentials, fundamentally the same race. The ad- 
ditions in this country until the present time 
have been from kindred people or from those with 
whom we have been long allied and who speak 
the same language. By those who look at this 
question superficially we hear it often said that 
the English-speaking people, especially in Amer- 
ica, are a mixture of races. Analysis shows 
that the actual mixture of blood in the English- 
speaking people is derived through different 
channels, no doubt. There is among them none 
the less an overwhelming preponderance of the 
same race stock, that of the great Germanic 
tribes who reached from Norway to the Alps. 
They have been welded together by more than a 
thousand years of wars, conquests, migrations, 
and struggles, both at home and abroad, and in 
so doing they have attained a fixity and defin- 
iteness of national character unknown to any 
other people. 

Mr. President, more precious, even than forms 
of government, are the mental and moral qual- 
ities which make what we call our race. While 
those stand unimpaired all is safe. When those 
decline, all is imperiled. They are exposed to 
but a single danger, and that is by changing the 
quality of our race and citizenship through the 
wholesale infusion of races, whose traditions 
and inheritances, whose thoughts and whose 
beliefs are wholly alien to ours, and with whom 
we have never assimilated or even been asso- 
ciated in the past. The danger has begun. It 
is small as yet, comparatively speaking, but 
it is large enough to warn us to act while there 
is yet time, and while it can be done easily and 
efficiently. There lies the peril at the portals of 
our land; there is pressing in the tide of un- 
restricted immigration. The time has certainly 
come, if not to stop, at least to check, to sift, 
and to restrict those immigrants. In careless 
strength, with generous hand, we have kept our 
gates wide open to all the world. If we do not 
close them, we should at least place sentinels 
beside them, to challenge those who would pass 
through. The gates which admit to the United 
States and to citizenship in the great Republic 
should no longer be left unguarded. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Lodge’s speech 
the’ Immigration bill was restored to the 
calendar,

DAY IN THE HOUSE. 


The Bills Passed in This Branch of 
Congress Yesterday. 


WASHINGTON, March 16.—This was Sus- 
pension Day in the House, and the fol- 
lowing bills were passed under suspension 
of the rules or by unanimous consent: 

Providing free homesteads on the public lands 
of Oklahoma for actual, bonafide settlers—with 
an amendment suspending until further legisla- 
tion can be had by Congress, the operations of 
the land laws in Greer County, Texas—due to the 
decision to-day of the Supreme Court declaring 
that county a part of the public domain. 

Increasing the penalty for mutilating or de- 
facing coins and making the passing of such 
coins a felony. 

Extending the collection limits of the Port of 
New-Orleans. : 

To adjust the rank and pay of Solicitor and 
Judge Advocate General of the navy. 

To dispose of the lands within abandoned town 
sites in Oklahoma. 

The bill relieving the Supreme Court of 
jurisdiction of criminal cases not capital 
failed of passage. The House agreed to 
take up, fednesday, at 1:30 P. M., the 
resolutions reporte from the Foreign 
Affairs Committee regarding the speeches 
delivered at Edinburgh and Boston, Eng- 
land, by Ambassador Bayard. 


Became a Law Without Signature. 

WASHINGTON, March 16.—The President to- 
day notified the Congress that he had per- 
mitted the joint resolution introduced in the 
Senate by Mr. Hansbrough, compelling the 
Secretary of Agriculture to purchase and 
distribute seeds in Accordance with existing 
law, to become a law without his signature. 


Congressiqnal Doings. 


—The House Committee on Irrigation of 
Arid Lands yesterday ordered a favorable report 
on the bill of Mr. Herman of Oregon giving 
to the severa] States the arid lands within their 
borders for irrigation purposes. The lands are 
to be disposed of by the States, and the pro- 
ceeds of their sale applied to the reclamation of 
the lands not sold. 

—Senator Pugh delivered himself yester- 
day of a speech on the money question. He 
siewed it from the point of view of a silver man. 
What the country needed, he said, was free 
coinage. He said nothing that was new or im- 
pressive. 

—Committee on Elections No. 2 has de- 
cided the contested election case of Booze 
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against Rusk from the Third Maryland District 
in favor of Mr. Rusk, (Dem.,) the sitting mem- 
ber. The vote was unanimous. 

—The House Naval Commiitee has de- 
cided to recommend three new timber dry docks— 
one at Algiers, La.; one at Portsmouth, N. “ 
and one at Mare Island, Cal. An appropriation 
of $100,000 is made for each. 

—In the Senate yesterday the bill appro- 
priating $2,000 for a statue of Victor Hugo, to 
be placed in the new library, was reported and 
placed on the calendar. 


FUNDS FOR THE CITY HOSPITALS. 





Distribution of the Moneys Collected 
by the Hospital Saturday and 
Sunday Association, 


A meeting of the Distributing Committee 
of the Hospital Saturday and Sunday As- 
sociation was held yesterday in the Mayor’s 
office. Those present were Cornelius Van- 
derbilt, ex-Mayor Edward Cooper, Edwin 
Einstein, and Alexander E. Orr. 

The Treasurer’s report showed that the 
total collections for 1895 aggregated $58,- 
538.31, which is several hundred dollars in 
excess of the collection of 1894. Of this 
amount $7,701.76 was specially designated 
to various institutions; $1,805.37 was de- 
ducted to cover last year’s expenses; §%,- 
31.18 was reserved to cover the expenses 
of the coming year, leaving $48,000 for dis- 
tribution by the committee, which was 
done under the rule of the association that 


no hospital shall receive more than 10 per 
cent. of the total distribution. Another rule 
rs that no hospital shall receive less than 

250. 

The distribution was finally made on a 
basig of free work at the rate of a frac- 
tion less than 7 cents per day for each 
free patient cared for in the hospitals of 
the association The amounts awarded 
were as follows:

An absence of sound drawing detracts, how- 
ever, not a little from the excellence of his 
work, a fault it is possible that may be 
corrected by attention to prevailing method 
in the city to which he announces his in- 
tention to return. 

It is fair to presume that the young man 


realizes this falling, and, in veew of his 
frank admission that he will hie himself at 
once to Paris, (and the schools,) but little 
more may be said on this score. The fig- 
ures in the collection are quite eclipsed by 
the lanascapes.

We learn from the catalogue of an extend- 
ed list of purchasers of Mr. Robinson’s more 
recent efforts, comprising prominent men 
and women, with even an Ambassador in 
the list, all of which has doubtless been 
fiattering to the artist as well as, it is to be 
hoped, remunerative; it is probable many 
of these admirers will flock to the sale and 
combine to keep up the financial standard 
of the bids. 

The work has been done upon both sides 
of the Atlantic, in Spain and Africa, under 
brilliant sunshine, on American lakes in 
autumnal weather, the trees full of color, 
and even in Gloucester, in the Old Bay 
State, the man has made studies.

VIEWS THROUGH SOLID WOOD. 


Some Experiments Thomas A, Edison 
Has Been Conducting with X 
Rays and Chemicals. 


Thomas A. Edison has discovered a 
practical method of making Réntgen im- 
pressions through opaque substances vis- 
ible to the naked eye. 

Réntgen pointed out in his original 
communication that platino-cyanide of 
barium fluoresced when within the influ- 
ence of the X rays, even though some 
opaque substance intervened. Mr. Edi- 
son first took two thin sheets of trans- 
parent mica, and placed the crystallized 
powder of platino-cyanide of barium be- 
tween them. Then he looked through a 
tin tube at the screen and passed objects 
between the screen and a bulb which 
was giving out X rays. 

The result was that 
able to see shadows 
blocks of wood, and skeletor shadows 
through hands alone. 

Thinking there might be other’ sub- 
stances which would give better results, 
Mr. Edison experimentally tested every 
crystalline powder in his laboratory, from 
common salt to quinine. Among them he 
discovered a ‘substance, not use¢d commer- 
cially, and only made as a laboratory cu- 
riosity, which gave results far superior to 
platino-cyanide of barium. Mr. Edison de- 
clined yesterday to make known the name 
of this substance. ; 

All the substance with the newly discov- 
ered fluorescent proporties was exhausted 
in the first experiments, and Mr. Edison 
is now forced to halt while more of it 
is chemically manufactured for him. When 
he has enough of it he expects to make a 
screen seven feet high and try results with 
it .

Among other substances tested by Mr. 
Edison for marked fluorescence under the 
influence of the X rays were chloride of 
silver, and chloride of sodium, better known 
as common salt. Both substances proved to 
be fiuorescent, while bromide of silver, 
which is much more sensitive to light than 
the chloride, showed no fluorescence at all. 

Mr. Edison, like nearly every experi- 
menter, is having great trouble in getting 
suitable tubes. Many of the tubes which 
he has tried will keep all right for an 
hour or two after they have been ex- 
hausted, but if left aside over night, the 
vacuum will sink so low as to make them 
worthless. Other tubes which show all the 
outward signs of a high vacuum will not 
make Rintgen photographs when they are 
tested. The solution of these difficulties will 
be necessary before Mr. Edison can make 
suitable bulbs in quantity.

WILL CALL ON THE BANKS FOR GOLD. 


Washington Order on Account of New 
Issue of Government Bonds. 


An order from Washington received yes- 
terday directed that a call be made on the 
depository banks for 20 per cent. of the 
gold held by them on account of the new 
issue of Government bonds. The banks had 
been consulted, and they agreed that the 
order might be issued without affecting the 


money market. 

It will. reSult in the transfer of about 
$4,500,000 from bank vaults to the Sub- 
Treasury. The transfer will not add to the 
gold reserve, because much of the bank 
gold, if not all of it, had already been 
eredited in Treasury statements. Bonds 
held by the Treasury Department as se- 
curity for the gold will be released to the 
amount of the transfer. 

The City Bank exchanged $1,500,000 in 
gold yesterday for greenbacks. Deposits 
were also made in payment of the third 
installment on the bonds, due yesterday, so 
that the ten days’. gold gain at this point 
appeared to be fully $2,000,000.

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NEWS OF THE RAILROADS 


AN ACT T0 SETTLE THE INDEBTED- 
NESS OF THE PACIFIC ROADS, 





Mr. Hubbard of Missouri Hus Prepared 
a Bill—The Union and Centrai Pa- 
cific Must Pay Up by, July 1—If 
They Fail to Pay, Secretary Car- 
lisle Is to Sell the Property, if He 
Can—Misecellaneous Railroad Iin- 


telligence. 


WASHINGTON, March 16.—Mr. Hubbard of 
Missouri, « member of the Committee on 
Pacific Railroads, has prepared a bill look- 
ing to the settlement of the indebtedness 
of the Pacific Roads. The measure directs 
the Secretary of the Treasury to ascer- 
tain the exact amount due the Govern- 
ment by the roads up to and including 
July 1, 1896. When this has been ascer- 
tained, he is to demand of all roads to 
which subsidy bonds have been issued 
that the bonds be paid on July 1 next. 

In case the roads do not pay on the 
day named, Secretary Carlisle is to take 
all their property, real and personal, for 
the benefit of the Government. On that 
day at 1 o’clock he is to offer the prop- 
erty for sale at the Treasury Department. 
If no one bids the amount of the Govern- 
ment debt, the Attorney General is to 
bid it in for the Government. In the 
event that a purchaser is found, one-third 
of the purchase money is to be paid within 
thirty days, and the balance in ten years, 
an equal amount each year. 

Should the property not be sold, the 
President is to appoint three Government 
Trustees, after which the employes of the. 


road are to form an association and elect 
three Trustees to represent them. These 
six Trustees are to manage the roads. A 
portion of the earnings is to be set aside 
for the benefit of the employes, and the 
net profits are to go toward the liquida- 
tion of the debts of the corporations. All 
public lands not patented or subject to 
patent granted to the roads are to be re- 
stored to the public domain. 

The House Committee on Pacific Roads 
heard Representatives Meiklejohn of Nebras- 
ka, Perkins of Iowa, and Fletcher of Minne- 
sota in support of a proposition looking to 
the construction of a road from Sioux City 
to North Platte, to connect with the Pa- 
cific roads. Mr. Meiklejohn said that the 
original plans providing for building the 
Pacific roads contemplated the cofistruction 
of this branch. The branch, however, had 
never been built, the claim being made, for 
which there was no foundation, that the 
condition of the country would not allow it. 

His proposition was that in settling the 
affairs of the roads to allow $4,000,000 of 
the trust fund accrued under the Thurman 
act to be invested in bonds to aid in the 
construction of this road. He was asked if 
the Pacific roads would not object to this. 
He replied that the Government had the 
right to invest this fund in railroad bonds. 
The construction of this connection, he 
said, was of great importance to his sec- 
tion of the country. It would give an out- 
let for products.with the benefit of lake 
rates. 

In reply to a question by Mr. Powers of 
Vermont, he said that in case of foreclos- 
ure the plan could hardly be carried out, 
but if there was an extension or reorgani- 
zation he wanted the committee to care- 
fully .consider the interests he had present- 
ed. Mr. Johnson of California thought 
that the proposition could be made a part 
of any extension or reorganization scheme. 

Mr. Perkins indorsed what Mr. Meikle- 
john had said. In settling matters pertain- 
ing to the Pacific roads he wanted Congress 
to improve its opportunity and right the 
great wrong which had been done the sec- 
tion referred to. 

Mr. Fletcher asked the committee to 
earefully consider the claims presented in 
forming a plan for settlement. He did not 
think any member of Congress would live 
to see the day that the Government went 
into the railroad business, 


Alleged Big Scheme in Indiana. 

Cuicaco, March 16.—A special from La 
Porte, Ind., says the statement is made 
here that a syndicate composed of New- 
York and Cleveland capitalists is behind 
a project to build a system of interurban 


electric lines in Northern Indiana, con- 
necting various cities and towns. 

The design, it is said, is to start from 
Lake County, where the syndicate already 
owns property, and establish a like net- 
work of such connection, extending around 
to touch South Bend, Valparaiso, Michi- 
gan City, La Porte, Elkhart, and half a 
dozen or more other places, and ultimately 
to relegate the railroad systems of 
this country to carriers of freight, while 
improved electric lines furnish the pas- 
senger service. 

The syndicate has a great amount 
money behind it; it is supposed to be 
headed by Daniel Lamont and ex-Secre- 
tary Whitney, and is making a big suc- 
cess in its New-Jersey experiment. lis 
active agents are ex-Congressman Johnson 
and Mark W. Hanna. 


Action of the State Board. 

ALBANY, March 16.—The State Railroad 
Commission to-day granted the application 
of the Albany, Helderberg and Schoharie 
Slectric Railway Company for authority 
to build its road from Albany to Schoharie 
Court House, a distance of about thirty 
miles. The road, if constructed, will run 
through the most thickly populated dis- 
tricts of Albany and Schoharie Counties, 
taking in several large villages having 
manufacturing and milling industries, and 
touching districts adjacent which are rich 
in lime, flagging, building, and curbing stone 
quarries, and farm and dairy products. 
Nearly all of this territory is far removed 
from any railroad, 

The board refused the application of the 
Tarrytown Electric Railway for like au- 
thority to build its road.

Westchester Trolley Fight. 


The Port Chester Electric Company, 
which desires to construct a trolley road 
from Port Chester to White Plains, had a 
hearing in Port Chester yesterday before 
the Highway Commissioners of Rye. Henry 
Parsons and Charles P. Cowles of Rye Vil- 
lage arcued against the granting of a trol- 
ley franchise through the town of Rye. The 
Highway Commissioners reserved decision 
until 10 o’clock to-morrow morning. It was 
stated that the Commissioners would at 
that time grant the franchise either to the 
Port Chester Electric Company or to the 
Port Chester, Rye, Harrison, Mamaroneck 
and White Plains Electric Railroad Com- 
pany. 


Seattle, Lake Shore and Eastern. 


A meeting of the holders of the first mort- 
gage bonds of the Seattle, Lake Shore and 
Eastern Railway will be held in this city 
on the 25th inst. for the purpose of voting 
on the reorganization plan which has been 
prepared by a committee composed of 
James D. Smith, H. O. Armour, E. D. Chris- 
tian, and Morton 8S.

Devision in Favor of California. 


WASHINGTON, March 16.—The Supreme 
Court to-day, in an opinion read by Mr. 
Chief Justice Fuller, affirmed the decision 

Court of the State of Call- 
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fornia to the effect that franchises, cap- 
ital stock, &c., of the’ Central Pacific and 
Southern Pacific Railroad Companies were 
taxable under the laws of that,State. The 
opinion declared that the railroad com- 
panies were State and not Federal corpo- 
rations, although having received fran- 
chises from the Federal Government. In 
this respect they stand upon the same 
ground as the Union Pacific Company, a 
corporation of Kansas, whose franchises 
were decided to be subject to State tax- 
ation by the Supreme Court in an opinion 
by Chief Justice Chase. 

Mr. Justice Field and Mr. Justice Harlan 
dissented from the judgment of the court.

A SCHOOL MONITOR STABBED. 


Morris Arroll Cut Twice by Rafallo 
Rico While in Charge of His Class. 


Morris Arroll is a bright-faced lad of 
twelve years, and lives at 54 Division 
Street. He attends Grammar School No. 
25, at Bayard and Mulberry Streets, and 
for good conduct has been made the head 
monitor of Miss Cavanagh’s class. 

Miss Cavanagh left the schoolroom for a 
few minutes yesterday morning, leaving 
young Arroll in charge of the pupils. Im- 
mediately Rafallo Rico, eight years old, of 
46 Mulberry Street, jumped to his feet and 
commenced to yell. <Arroll demanded that 
he be seated. Young Rico made answer in 
Italian, and all the children laughed. The 
monitor thought that if he was to come 
mand the respect of Grammar School No. 
25 he must exercise his authority then and 
there, so he started toward Rico. 

There was a wicked gleam in the eyes of 
young Rico as the monitor walked toward 
him. He waited until Arroll was within 
four feet, and then, suddenly jumping from 
his desk, plunged a small penknife twice 
into the monitor’s right side. Then he 
shrank to his seat. 

Arroll said nothing, but walked bravely 
to the teacher’s desk, and waited for her 
return. Not another child in the room 
except Rico knew the monitor had been 
stabbed. When Miss Cavanagh entered 
the room, Arroll calmly told her of the as- 
sault. She led him to the Principal’s room, 
where an examination showed that the 
lad’s undergarments were soaked in blood. 
A doctor was called, and his wounds were 
dressed. The doctor said the cuts were 
merely flesh wounds, and would lay the lad 
up for a day or so. 

Rico was arrested. He said the monitor 
struck him while he was seated, that he 
threw up his hand containing the knife to 
ward off the blows, and that Arroll in this 
way cut himself. Rico was committed, in 
the Centre Street Court, to the care of the 
Gerry Society, in default of $1,000 bail, for 
examination,

be so. That is no answer to the objec- 
tion that this city, with a litthe more 
than a fourth of the population of the 
State, would pay nearly one-half the 
revenue drawn to the State Treasury; 
that this city and Brooklyn would pay 
over two-thirds of it; that seven cities 
would: pay four-fifths, and that each 
rural community would derive far more 
benefit from this plunder of the cities 
than all its own contribution to the 
liquor revenue. The robbery of the cities 
is not justified by the fact that they 
would retain two-thirds of the money 
extracted from their own people. 

The claim that the bill takes the saloon 
out of politics and puts an end to black- 
mail, because it abolishes Boards of Ex- 
cise, is ridiculous. It withdraws a cer- 
tain sum of local authority and concen- 
trates it in the State. So far as that au- 
thority puts the saloon into politics the 
transfer takes it from local politics and 
puts it into State politics, where it can be 
used for the benefit of the same party all 
over the State. But if the requirements 
and restrictions of the law, apart from 
the mere collecting of taxes and issuing 
of certificates, are to be enforced at all, 
it must be done by the same police forces 
that are depended upon to enforce the 
present law. It cannot be done all over 
the State by sixty “‘ confidential agents ” 
of one Excise Commissioner at Albany. 
Opportunities for violation of the law and 
for blackmail will not be diminished. 
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liquor dealer a self-respecting citizen and 
that it will be “impossible for a dive to 
exist under its provisions.” Any citizen 
who has not been convicted of felony 
wiil have an equal right with any other 
to open a liquor-gelling place on pay- 
ment of the tax, and we see nothing in 
this bill to prevent all but self-respecting 
citizens from availing themselves of the 
privilege, or/to make them more self-re- 
specting after they get it. We do not 
know what PLatT means by a “ dive.” 
Inspector WILLIAMS testified that he did 
not know what a “dive” was. But a 
resort for sports and women of the town, 
where strict order is kept and fancy 
prices charged for drinks, can better af- 
ford to pay the tax than any other kind 
of a drinking place, and there is nothing 
in this bill to prevent an indefinite multi- 
plication of such places, while the Ger- 
man beer gardens will be wiped out, the 
humbler clubs cannot live, and wine or 
beer can be sold with food on Sunday 
only in hotels. 

Will the people be fooled with PLatTT’s 
palaver? Will Gov. Morton consent to 
this outrage upon the cities of the State? 
Will the Mayors who are Republicans 
keep silent at command of the boss, 
while the municipalities are deprived of 
their rights and robbed of their sub- 


stance? 
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A KEY TO THE CUBAN RIDDLE. 


It is a healthy sign that any portion 
of the Spanish press should be discuss- 
ing the possibility of home rule for 
Cuba and also of rational liberty for 
the commerce of the island. It is not 
surprising that the discussion should 
start with the Cuban representatives in 
Madrid, for they are the forlorn hope 
of any decent treatment for their coun- 
trymen short of independence achieved 
by the cruel and costly process of revo- 
lution. But heretofore either they have 
not felt’ at Mberty to address public 
opinion in Spain or their utterances 
have been disregarded. Now that they 
are so far listened to that their views 
are published in the Madrid press, and 
with some friendly spirit, it is an en- 
couraging sign. 

For there is no room for doubt that 
the only possible safety for Spain is to 
give to the Cubans a fair measure of 
home rule, and to advance it until they 
shall hold toward the mother country 
practically the same relation as that 
held by the Canadians and Australians 
to Great Britain. That is the plain and 
only alternative to a continuous series 
of expensive efforts to keep Cuba in 
substantial slavery—efforts that must 
end in failure after all. In this matter, 
as in so many others that seem wholly 
political, the controlling element is one 
of trade. Spain has undertaken to bind 
Cuba in the shackles of the-old colonial 
system, that is, to get from her pro- 
duction and commerce every advantage 
that harsh taxation and rigorous mo- 
nopoly could extort. While Spain has 
not been able to compel all the trade of 
Cuba to be either directly with the 
mother country or else through Span- 
ish vessels, ports, and houses, she has 
inflicted on all trade not thus conducted 
very onerous burdens. Instead of seek- 
ing to develop the resources and com- 
merce of the island, she has sought, with 
the stupid and narrow greed of the 
sixteenth century, to from 
them every dollar that they could be 
made to yield, wholly regardless of the 
fact that the squeezing was checking 
the product and must ultimately de- 


squeeze 


stroy it. 

Cuba has, in fact, been treated on the 
same principle, but with far more brutal 
logic, as that which England undertook 
to apply to her colonies. That principle 
cost England the colonies that became 
the United States, and it would have 
cost her Cana@la as well had she not 
gradually abandoned it. With this 
abandonment Canada became, as after- 
ward the Australian colonies became, 
prosperous and profitable provinces of 
the British Empire. They have steadily 
yielded to the people of the home coun- 
try continually increasing commercial 
advantages, while the sense of national 
unity, the common British sentiment, 
has grown with their growth until it is 
more fervid than that of England itself. 
It is an example of what Spain might 
expect from a like policy in Cuba. And 
the advantages would, in some Ways, 
be even greater than in the case of the 
British colonies. Cuba is richer in the 
materials for foreign trade—relatively 
to her area—than Canada, and has the 
very great good fortune of lying at the 
very door of the great Nation which 
both needs her commerce and is pre- 
pared to develop it. A degree of home 
rule which would gradually permit the 
Cubans to fix the terms of their com- 
merce with the United States would 
dispose of all difficult or risky elements 
in the relations of Spain and the United 
States. Our immediate requirement as 
to Cuba is that she shall be a fairly free, 
peaceful, and prosperous neighbor, with 
whom we can trade to the profit of all 
concerned. That obtained, any danger 
of aggressive interference in the affairs 
of Cuba and Spain would be so remote 
that it could with perfect safety be dis- 
regarded. And it may with reason be 
assumed by the Spanish Government 
that any sincere policy in that direction 
would be regarded in the most friendly 
spirit by the present Executive of the 
United States,

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McKINLEY AND SILVER, 

Two or three days after the Ohio Con- 
vention had adopted that ambiguous and 
evasive currency platform, written by 
himself, which so many Republican 
newspapers are now denouncing, Mr. Mc- 
KINLEY gaye to the public a brief state- 
ment in which he urged that his attitude 
toward the silver question should be as- 
certained by examination of his record 
in Congress. ‘‘I have discussed the ques- 
tion of currency and coinage in Con- 
said he, ‘‘and my record is 
plain.” And he read a short extract 
from one of his speeches, in which he 
had expressed a preference for ‘ good 
dollars, as good in the hands of the poor 
as the rich.”’ 

If Mr. McKINLEY insists that he should 
be measured, with respect to his curren- 
cy policy, by what he has said in Con- 
gress, some remarks made by him in the 
House in June, 1890, deserve attention. 
It may be recalled that, as Chairman of 
the Committee on Resolutions in the Re- 
publican National Convention of 1888, 
he submitted a platform which “ con- 
demned the policy of the Democratic 
Administration in its efforts to demon- 
etize silver.”” The Democratic Adminis- 
tration had repeated the protests of two 
Republican Presidents, Hayes and AR- 
THUR, against the policy embodied in the 
Bland-Allison silver law, by the provis- 
ions of which the Government was re- 
quired to buy silver at the rate of not 
less than $2,000,000 per month and coin 
it into dollars 6f 412% grains. In 1890, 
this law being in force, and Mr. McKINn- 
LEY being Chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committee and his party’s leader 
on the floor of the House, he gave the 
weight of these positions to the support 
of the Silver Purchase bill, which pro- 
vided for the buying of a much larger 
quantity of silver than the Government 
was purchasing under the existing stat- 
ute—that is to say, for the buying of 
4,500,000 ounces per month, which was 
substantially the output of the 
in this country. By the 
passage of this bill the votes of the mine- 
owners’ agents holding Republican seats 
in the Senate were procured for the Mc- 
Kinley tariff. 

In his speech defending the Silver Pur- 
chase bill, Mr. McKINLEY remarked that 
“jdeal legislation’? could not be had. 
“TI would,” said he, “have this bill dif- 
ferent if I could, but it represents the 
purpose and the idea, not fully, it is true, 
which I have touching the silver legisla- 
tion which is required, and I shall vote 
for it because it is in the right direction.”

That 
is what I fear it means*® We know we can- 
not have free coinage now, except in the 
manner as provided in the bill.’’ 

We do not suppose that Mr. McKINLEY 
will advise inquiring persons to begin 
their review of his Congressional record 
as to silver by reading this speech. In 
the following year, while making a public 
address in his own State, he denounced 
Mr. CLEVELAND for having “ dishonored ” 
one of our precious metals, one of our 
own great products, discrediting silver 
and enhancing the price of gold.” Even 
in 1893, and a short time before the re- 
peal of the Silver Purchase act, he was 
saying in public addresses that “ the sil- 
ver product of the country should not be 
discriminated against,” thus using one 
of the phrases so dear to the author of 
“Coin’s Financial School” and other 
advocates of free silver coinage. It is 
not surprising that a Silver Senator 
whose name is attached to WHARTON 
BARKER’s pledge should have journeyed 
from Washington to Chicago in order 
that he might there, at a public banquet, 
support most warmly the candidacy of 
McKINLEY, or that the most vigorous 
newspaper advocate of McKINLEY in the 
West should be the journal in Chicago 
which was for months the organ of 
“Coin” HARVEY, or that other Repub- 
lican newspapers of free-silver tenden- 
cies should now be urging the party to 
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tariff doctrines in support of which all 
Republicans, it is assumed, are of one 


mind.

OUR OWN BUSINESS FIRST. 

It is reported that Austria is willing 
to accept the invitation of any’ power 
that wishes to call a new conference on 
international bimetallism. So is the 
Government of the United States. It 
is, of course, well understood that our 
Government is formally committed to 
the support of any practicable scheme 
for international bimetallism. The action 
of Congress, participated in by both par- 
ties, has fixed this as the legal position 
of the Government. It is not exactly a 
burning question, but it has a certain re- 
lation to the struggle in which the coun- 
try has long been engaged to seitle its 
own currency. There is a party—hap- 
pily a waning one—which holds that the 
proper way to secure international bi- 
metallism is for the United States, un- 
aided and alone, to adopt the unlimited 
coinage of silver at a fixed ratio with 
gold. But all reasonable men must long 
ago have seen that this would be not only 
opposed to our immediate interests, but 
would defeat the very end we have in 
view. The Austrian Government, as 
well as our own, must recognize that in- 
ternational bimetallism, if it.comes at 
all, must first receive the assent and act- 
ive co-operation of Germany and Great 
Britain. It is therefore a practical ques- 
tion whether that co-operation can be se- 
cured, within what period, 
what terms, 

As a matter of fact, the recent action 
of Germany, as to which we have not 
until now had definite reports, makes it 
practically certain that the German Gov- 
ernment will not take even the first step 
in that direction.

Some twelve months 
since Prince HOHENLOHE, by authority 
of the Imperial Diet, invited the opinion 
of the various Federal

the feasibility of calling another con- 
ference upon the question of internation- 
al bimetallism. Even at that time he 
limited the seope of the proposition in a 
way that practically forbade a full con- 
sideration of international bimetallism, 
because, while he declared his willingness 
to consider any remedy for the deprecia- 
tion and instability of silver, he added 
that this must be done ‘ without preju- 
dicing our imperial currency.”

The Economist very justly contends, it is 
in effect a subordinate and unimportant 
condition. The controlling fact is that 
the Federal Governments of Germany, 
who determine the action of the empire, 
are not ready and show no signs that 
they ever will be ready, for definite ac- 
tion in this direction... The lesson of all 
this, for sensible Americans, is that we 
should go ahead and settle our own finan- 
cial problem upon a basis that will be 
satisfactory to ourselves and secure our 
own interests. That basis unquestion- 
ably is tne absolute equality of all forms 
of Government currency with the cur- 
rency of the world. When we shall have 
accomplished this we can very well af- 
ford to wait for such action as the other 
great financial powers may be prepared 
to take in the direction of international 
bimetallism. It is not necessary for us to 
decide whether such a scheme can be 
put into practical operation or not. What 
is necessary, and imperatively necessary, 
is that we should put our own currency 
in such shape that it will not interfere 
with the orderly and proper course of our 
own affairs.

RUSSIA AND ABYSSINIA, 


The European relations of the defeat 
of BARATIERI are very offensively recog- 
nized by the action of the Czar in be- 
stowing a decoration upon an Abyssin- 
ian chief for no other reason than that 
he has whipped the Italians. This is a 
performance of exactly the same kind 
as the German Emperor’s telegram of 
congratulation to the President of a Re- 
public which had, in effect, bound itself 
by treaty to have no foreign relations 
except through the intermediation of its 
‘“‘suzerain.” In each case the object of 
the display is to be offensive to Eng- 
land, because if the Italians had gone 
into the ‘“‘expansion’’ business on their 
own account, like the French, , nobody 
can imagine that the Czar would have 
taken the trouble to decorate King 
‘Mensuex for repulsing them, Italy has 
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that would, in th

sia to intervene with action that either 
means nothing whatever or amounts to 
an international insult. 

It is no doubt true that Italy appears 
in Abyssinia in the character of a cat’s- 
paw to the British monkey, pulling the 
British chestnuts out of the fire, and 
drawing the fire, if we may so mix the 
metaphors, of the Mahdists upon Italy 
rather than upon its proper object, the 
power that holds Egypt and chronically 
menaces the Soudan.

between France and Russia is 
unimpaired this performance has its se- 
rious political significance. The “ per- 
sonal equation’ remains in each case 
to be accounted for. A headstrong Czar 
can do anything that he chooses to do in 
the way of committing the Russian Em- 
pire, and he has chosen so to commit it 
as to insure the adherence of Italy to the 
Triple Alliance, whatever motives of 
sentiment or interest might tend to draw 
Italy away from it. The Russian honors 
to MENELEK quite assure the continued 
hostility of Italy to Russia, and to Rus- 
sia as the ally of France. They will 
confirm the general Italian belief that 
the French Republic was engaged in 
subsidizing the Abyssinians, and it will 
make it impossible for any Italian states- 
man to propose a withdrawal from the 
Triple Alliance.

It is very curious 
England is menaced by 
the Czar in the interest of the Franco- 
Russian “ entente,’’ which is the counter- 
weight in Europe to the Triple Alliance, 
she should also just before have been 
menaced by the Kaiser in the dispatch 
to President KRUEGER, on behalf of the 
Triple Alliance. The Kaiser is not theo- 
retically a Czar, but perhaps he hopes to 
be, and it is undeniable that he has 
more power than consists with a really 
Constitutional Government. It may be 
suspected that in each of the cases the 
personal desire of a not overwise young 
man has been suffered to affect the pol- 
icy of a great nation. However much he 
may dislike the English, he cannot deny 
that the British fleet is a factor in Euro- 
pean warfare of the very first impor- 
tance, which it is highly desirable to 
have rather on one’s own side than on 
the other side. Wherefore the telegram 
to Prosident KRUEGER by the head of the 
‘“Dreibund” ‘and the decoration of 
MENELEK by the head of the anti-Drei- 
bund seem to be personal freaks, rather 
than deliberate actions of State. They 
may be magnificent, but certainly they 


are not politics. 
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THE LIBERAL ART LEAGUE. 


A band of ambitious men and women 
have come together and organized them- 
seves into a society called the Liberal 
Art League, the principal object being 
the effort to place before the public pict- 
ures in a manner free from fhe personal 
prejudices of a jury, and to offer an op- 
portunity for sales at a modest commis- 
sion. 

To this end they have secured the fine 
and well-lit gallery of the Grand Central 
Palace, on Lexington Avenue and Forty- 
third Street, where are now hung over 
200 pictures in oil and water color, with 
a few pieces of sculpture, not to mention 
some line engravings. It would be a 
pleasure to record this initial attempt of 
the newly formed league as a success, but 


a strict adherence to the truth compels 
the statement that it is far from justify- 
ing its right to claim serious attention. 

Unhappily, the few fairly good things 
shown do not by any means compensate 
for the mass of wretched, amateurish 
failures that are, when not aggravatingly 
bad, simply pitiful. Nor, in the face of all 
known laws of intelligence, could such a 
result have possibly been otherwise. There 
must, for any successful exhibition, he 
some sort of standard, some line drawn, 
if a respectable showing is to be made. 
Fancy readmg a magazine where any am- 
bitious author who chose could have his 
work printed! Think of wading through 
the mass of fearful material one would 
be sure to find in such.a publication! Yet 
this is practically what the publie is asked 
to de here, the difference being that it is 
impossible to escape the silly, trivial 
things on the walls, where they hang as 
awful proofs of the author’s incapacity. 

The juries at the Academy and at the So- 
ciety of American Artists are doubtless un- 
just at times, though it is fair to presume 
that they endeavor to be as honest as they 
know how. But has any better method 
been discovered by which to settle a stand- 
ard of art? Would it be wise to put the 
judgment of an architectural work in the 
hands of the public at large and leave the 
craftsmen ,out of the question? Who bet- 
ter fitted to pass on the efforts of an art- 
ist than a fellow-painter of established rep- 
utation? And, after all, judging from the 
silly things that have crept in, the present 
organization must of necessity another time 
limit the contributions to some standard, 
no matter how low. And who ghall decide 
where the line shall be drawn, and the 
point between the fearfully bad and the 
just plain bad? And would not such a com- 
mittee, after all, constitute in itself a jury 
of some sort? 

The present collection is pretty much like 
other exhibitions of a similar nature, the 
bad predominating to such an extent as to 
wholly absorb the better contributions. 
And the good things are by no means over- 
powering. Some have been seen before; 
others are only just across the borderland 
that skirts the country of the commor- 
place, while many might well be absent al- 
together. Of those that are quite outside 
the pale of criticism, there are some gems 
in a comic way that are really worth a 
visit.

And so any discrimination would be in- 
vidious. Those who have serious things 
shine by comparison with the absurd ef- 
forts of their less fortunate brothers and 
sisters. It is not necessa to specify the 
canvases, and the public will not take long 
to discover them. The others had best be 
left to the oblivion from which they have 
temporarily emerged, for it is exceedingly 
doubtful if they will soon again face the 
glare of publicity. And their authors will 
continue to struggle on, consuming paint 
and wasting time in the field of art, when 
they would be better employed with some 
occupation for which nature has intended 
them, outside of pigment and canyas. It 
may be stated, parenthetically, that the ex- 
hibition will continue until April 21.

THE NEW FISH COMMISSIONER. 


President Cleveland Ends the Sus- 
pense by Appointing Commander 
Brice to the Vacant Office. 


WASHINGTON, March 16.—The President 
to-day put an end to a Jong drawn out 
contest, and at the same time caused much 
surprise in Government circles, by ap- 
pointing John J. Brice of California to be 
Commissioner of Fish and Fisheries. Since 
the death, several months ago, of Fish 
Commissioner McDonald, there has been 
a spirited race for this desirable cffice by 
several men who were more or less highly 
recommended, 

Mr. Brice is a retired naval officer, and 
his name had not been mentioned pub- 
licly in connection with the place. The 
President’s choice was thought by many 
to be between Dr. Tarleton H. Bean, the 
Superintendent of the New-York Aquarium, 
and Major T, B. Ferguson, the Minister to 
Sweden and Norway, who was once As- 
sistant Fish Commissioner. 

Capt. Brice is a cousin of Senator Brice 
of Ohio, He was appointed to the Navy 
from Ohio in September, 1850, as an act- 
ing midshipman, and he became a Com- 
mander in May, 1802. On account of phys- 
ical disabilities he was retired Feb. 11, 
1895. His disability was chronic rheu- 
matism, which prevented his service at 
Sea. He is now a resident of Craig Head, 
Cal. Senator White of California, whose 
influence was exerted in favor of Capt. 
Brice, speaks highly of the attainments 
of the officer, and says he has no doubt 
that he will make a very efficient Com- 
missioner. 

Capt. Brice is said to have given much 
attention to the subject of fish and fish- 
eries, and is regarded in California as a 
good executive officer. The law requires 
that the Fish Commissioner shall be “a 
person of proved scientific and practical 
acquaintance with the fishes of the coasts.” 
The friends of some of the disappointed 
candidates believe that an effort will be 
made to prevent the confirmation of Mr. 
Brice py the Senate on the ground tnat he 
does not meet the legal requiremenis. In 
Such event the burden of proof will Le on 
his opponents, and, as the California Sen- 
ators are on his side, the chances are that 
he will have no particular trouble in as- 
suming the duties of the position. The 
salary attached to the office is $5,000 a 
year.

MEETING OF THE REGENTS TO-MORROW, 


Some Important Action to be Taken 
by the State Board. 


ALBANY, N. Y., March 16.—At a meeting 
of the State Board of Regents, to be held 
on Wednesday, action will be taken on the 
new charter for the New-York College of 
Dentistry. Under its old charter part of 
its Faculty composed the Board of Direct- 
ors. This is forbidden by the revised leg- 
islation. The charter will be drawn to 
comply with the change which the revised 
legislation necessitates. Another important 
question to come up for consideration is 
an application of the brothers of the Chris- 
tian Schools to have their institutions 
throughout the country participate in Re- 
gents’ examinations. This can be done by 
making these schools auxiliaries of the 
New-York State schools. 

The Regents already furnish examination 
papers to institutions, not only outside of 
this State, but in Turkey, China, Brazil, 
Syria, and other foreign countries. Char- 
ters will be granted to about thirty schoolg 
and academies and ten libraries.

Lonpon, March 16.—George 
Curzon, Parliamentary Secretary for 
Foreign Office and the representative of 
that department of the British Govern- 
ment in the House of Commons, made a 


statement in the House to-day which sets 
at rest all doubts, if any there were, as to 
the attitude of Great Britain toward the 
Dreibund, the Government coming out 
squarely in favor of and in sympathy with 
Italy, in the latter's campaign in Abys- 
sinia, and justifying the course adopted 
by Lord Salisbury in sending an expedi- 
tion against Dongola. 

Mr. Curzon said that for some time past 
the Government had heard rumors that a 
large and formidable advance of the Der- 
vish forces was contemplated which threat- 
ened three widely separate objective points 
—Murch Wells, Tokar, and Kassala. News 
had reacheti Cairo, he said, that large 
bodies of reinforcing Dervishes were being 
pushed forward to Dongola. This informa- 
tion, he continued, had come into posses- 
sion of the Government at the end of 
February. All of the information which 
had been received by the Government por- 
tended an advance of the Dervishes of 
serious proportions and equally serious re- 
sults. The immediate objective pcint of 
the Dervishes, he said, was perhaps Kas- 
sala, but there was an ultimate danger the 
result of which could not fail to react upon 
Egypt. 

The information which had reached the 
Government had caused considerable anx- 
iety, he said, the more so as the Italian 
forces in Abyssinia were known to be in 
difficulties. Then came the disaster to the 
Italian Army at Adowa, which had been 
heard of throughout the United Kingdom 
with much sympathy and regret. [Cries 
from the Irish benches of ‘“No!* ‘ No!” 
and a remark from TT. M. Healy, “It 
served them right.’’} 

Mr. Curzon, resuming his remarks after 
the _interruption, said: “ Yes; sympathy 
Which was not broken by a few. dissentient 
voices. {Cheers.] The Italiams are not 
only engaged in battle with the Abyssin- 
ians, but Kassala itself is threatened by a 
force of dervishes, estimated to be 300,000 
strong. Obviously, there are at present in- 
fluences at work and forces unchained 
in Central Africa which, if flushed with 
victory, mean serious danger not only to 
Egypt, and British occupation thereof, but 
to the peace of Europe and the cause of 
civilization. 

“ The Government has been in constant 
communication with the Government of 
Egypt, and the opinion of the military au- 
thorities both here and in Cairo is that an 
advance up the Nile is necessary. Conse- 
quently, an advance of British troops has 
been ordered to « town one-third of the 
distance between» Wady-Halfa and Don- 

ola, and it may ultimately be made to 

ongola.”’ 

Mr. Curzon said he had seen that the 
press affirmed that the expedition was 
primarily destined for Dongola. It was not 
usual, he said, to publish a plan of cam- 
paign, and it might not be wise in this 
case. The future actions of the Govern- 
ment, he said, must be regulated by con- 
siderations not merely of military import- 
ance, but of political and financial moment 
as well. The Government was convinced 
that the steps which it had decided upon 
would act as a diversion for the relief of 
Kassale, and also save Egypt from a men- 
ace which, if left alone, would grow to 
formidable dimensions. 

Mr. Labouchére moved to adjourn in or- 
der to consider the serious situation which 
had been revealed by the statement in re- 

ard to Egypt and the Soudan made by 

ir. Curzon. Mr. Labouchére : corttended 

that the expedition into the Soudan was 
Worse than needless. It hindered the fulfill- 
ment of the pledges of Great Britain to 
evacuate Egypt, and he doubted whether it 
would relieve the ltaJians. He was a warm 
friend of Italy, he said, but not of Italy in 
Africa. His sympathies were rather with 
the men to whom that country belonged. 

Sir Charles Dilke said he did not believe 
that the real object of the expedition was 
the safety of Egypt, nor a diversion in fa- 
vor of the Italians, which was impossible. 
Dongola, he said, was on the way to 
Khartoum and Darfur. He suspected that 
the Government intended to strike both 
places and esiablish a position at Darfur 
as the centre of the great African kingdom 
which they hoped to establish in the near 
future. 

Sir William Vernon-Harcourt, the Liberal 
leader in the House, followed Sir Charles 
Dilke. He said that if this was the first 
etep of a forward policy in‘Egypt, it was 
of a most perilous character, and deserved 
Btrenuous opposition. There was a great 
party in England which learned nothing 
from experience, and which was always 
eager for the extension of the empire, 
which was already large enough to please 
the most inordinate ambition. 

He would not in the meantime assume 
that there was any intention on the part 
of the Government to give the movement 
up the Nile a significance beyond Mr. Cur- 
zon’s statement. He asked the House to 
note that the Government repudiated any 
intention to occupy the Soudan. The House 
was bound to assume that this was a 
small movement for military purposes to 
Taeet a temporary occasion. He hoped there 
would be an early opportunity to discuss 
the matter in its larger bearings when the 
Whole policy of the occupation of Egypt 
Was considered. [Cries of * Hear!” “Hear!” 
“ Hear! "’] 

The Right Hon. A. J. Balfour, Govern- 
ment leader in the House, said that all the 
Government could state at present was that 
the advance must be made. It would be 
premature to discuss the further movements 
intended. Mr. Labouchére, he added, seemed 
to rejoice at the defeat of Italy. 

Mr. Labouchére—Hear! hear! — 

That, Mr. Balfour continued, was certain- 
ly not the view of a single man on the Gov- 
ernment side of the House, [(Cheers,] nor 
Was it the view of a majority on the oppo- 
site side, [Cries of ‘‘ Hear! hear!.’] nor of 
the English people. [Cheers.] Even the na- 
tions of Europe whose policy is most di- 
vergent from that of Italy expressed sym- 

athy for the Italians in their reverses. Mr. 

abouchére also rejoiced because of the 
resurgence of Mahdism. *°Had the world 
ever seen a more cruel or worse rule? He 
could not conceive a change more for the 
benefit of the Soudan than that that coun- 
try should be transferred to a Government 
acting under English influence. 

Nothing certainly would more conduce to 
the welfare and prosperity of the Soudan- 
ese than replacing brutal anarchy by regu- 
lar laws. The Government had no reason 
to believe that any great power would ob- 
ject to the expedition. Certainly those pow- 
ers favorable to Italy would not object, and 
any other power that was desirous that 
Egypt should remain prosperous and secure 
would not regret the step the Government 
had taken. 

The Government did not dream of extend- 
ing the conquest to Darfur. That was a 
nightmare, a creation of Sir Charles Dilke’s 
imagination. The rumor of a British ad- 
vance would spread with lightning-like ra- 
anaget in the Mahdist regions. There could 

e no better diversion in favor of the Ital- 
jans, even if the expedition went no further 
than Akasheh, one-third of the way to 
Dongola. : 

John Redmond, member for Waterford 
City and one of the Parnellite leaders, said 
that if the expedition met with a mis- 
fortune similar to that which had befailen 
the Italians, the news would be received 
with satisfaction by the greater number 
of the Irish members of the House. 

Mr. Curzon said that after the Soudan 
expedition reached Akasheh it would pos- 
sibly advance to Dongola. 

Akasheh, the town referred to by Mr. 
Curzon and Mr. Balfour, is the point south 
of Wady Halfay which it is the present in- 
tention of /the Government to make the 
terminus of a railway. from Wady Halfay. 
Part of a line is still in existence, but 
it has not been used since the evacuation 
of Dongola in 1885. Engineers report that 
the rapid completion of the line could be 
easily effected. 

Mr. Labouchére’s motion to adjourn was

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SPAIN’S HEAVY CUBAN EXPENSES. 


In Trying tc Suppress the Revoluticn 
She Has Lost $50,000,000 and 
3,877 Men Within a Year, 


Arturo Baldasano, Consul General of 
Spain at this port, has recelved a copy of 
La Epoca of Madrid, giving a summary of 
the soldiers sent to Cuba in the first year 
of the rebellion, the expenses, and the mor- 
tality. 

The article in La Epoca states that when 
the rebellion began in February, 1895, Spain 
had 15,000 men in Cuba. Since then nine 
expeditions have been sent from Spain to 
Cuba. They consisted of the following offi- 
cers and men: Generals, 33; Colonels, 520; 
Majors, Captains, and other officers, 4,623; 
Sergeants, 3,257; Corporals and_ soldiers, 
109,362; grand total, 117,795. 

The mortality for all ranks from March 1, 
1895, to Jan. 31, 1896, was as follows: Gen- 
erals, 3; Colonels, 4; Lieutenant Colonels, 
3; Majors, 17; Captains, 51; First Lieuten- 
ants, 101; Second Lieutenants, 54; Chap- 
lains, 9; Sergeants, 80; Corporals, 161; sol- 
diers, 3,394; total, 3,877. Causes of death: 
Killed in action, 286; died from wounds, 
119; died from yellow fever, 3,190; died of 
ordinary diseases, 282; total, 3,877. 

The cost of the war in round figures is 
given as follows: Feb. 24, 1895, to Feb. 24, 
1806: Army in Cuba, $40,000,000; navy and 
war supplies, &c., $10,000,000; total, $50,000,- 
O00. 

For four months past 100,000 men have 
been in Cuba. After March 381, 1806, La 
Kpoca says, 130,000 men will be in the 
istand. The increase in the army will mean 
an increase in expenditures. 

The estimate fur the current year is 

$75,000,000. The cost of the war for this 
yeer and next, $150,000,000, with $50,000,000 
already disbursed, means a total of $200,- 
O04, VOU. 
_La Epoca states that Gen. Weyler be- 
lieves that the war will last two years 
more; that that time will be necessary for 
the absolute suppression of the rebellion. 

The available funds, La Epoca says, are: 

Bank of Spain, $30,000,000; Paris, $10,000,- 
000; Cuban bonds, $20,000,000; Cuban securi- 
ties and concessions, $25,000,000; reserve 
fund, $15,000,000; total, $100,000,000, 

Fifty million dollars having been expend- 
ed, $50,000,000 remain, While Cuba is on 
a war footing, her finances are on a gold 
basis. 

The Cuban Custom House, for ten years 
previous to the present trouble, yielded 
$20,000,000 a year. The past year its re- 
ceipts were between $11,000,000 and $12,000,- 
(Ww. In case of necessity, say a three years’ 
campaign, the Spanish and Cuban credits 
may be relied on to furnish the sinews of 
war. 

UP to date, says La Epoca, Spain has not 
made any new loan on the Cuban account. 
While authorized to borrow $75,000,000, she 
has not availed herself of it. 





CUBA AND THE SENATE, 


Growing Opposition te the “Resolu- 
tions That Came from the House, 


WASHINGTON, March 16.—The Cuban reso- 
lutions still hang fire in the Senate, and 
there is a growing belief that they will come 
to grief. Several Senators said this after- 
noon to a correspondent of THE NEW-YORK 
TIMES that the number of opponents of the 
resolutions was. growing constantly, and 
that if a vote could be prevented this week 
there was a sirong likelihood that the con- 
ference report would be rejected. While 
the report is pending, the men who are not 
jingos are doing some effective work. The 
opinion Was expressed a few days ago that 
the opposition to the report would amount 
to at ieast fifteen votes. Senator Hill and 
Senator Vilas believe that this number will 
be exceeded greatly when the test shall 
come. 

A most hopeful sign to the opponents of 
the resolutions is the fact that Mr. Morgan 
has started upon another speech in favor 
of the conference report and in a very bad 
temper at that. He talked several hours 
to-day, beginning by provoking a contro- 
versy with Mr. Hale, and when finally the 
Senate showed a disposition to adjourn he 


sat down with the remark that he would 
not relinquish the floor. It was apparent 
to his hezrers that he hardly was started on 
his ‘“‘remarks.’’ There will be general sur- 
prise if he shall finish to-morrow. 

He devoted an hour to-day to reading a 
copy of the statement furnished the Secre- 
tary of State by the Spanish Minister rel- 
ative to the conflict in Cuba, which was the 
cause of some sharp words in the Senate 
Chamber last week. This statement really 
throws no light on the situation. Much sur- 
prise was expressed when its contents were 
revealed. The fact that it was laid before 
the Committee on Foreign Relations a week 
or more ago, and that the committee failed 
to inform the Senate of its existence until 
Mr. Sherman “ unwarily,’’ as Mr. Hale ex- 
pressed it, referred to it in his speech last 
Thursday, was the cause of the excitement 
in relation to it. Evidence that the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations is worried over 
the fate of the conference report is seen in 
the reading of this statement te-day almost 
on the heels of the announcement that it 
could not be produced except in executive 
session. 

Mr. Morgan went out of his way to criti- 
cise the Secretary of State for not supply- 
ing the copy without first asking the per- 
mission of the Spanish Minister, and de- 
clared he saw nothing in the document 
which would warraant the furor raised over 
it. He did not explain, however, why it 
had been decided at this late hour to spread 
it on the record. The searching questions 
put to him to-day by Mr. Hale exasperated 
him so that visitors in the galleries had an 
opportunity to learn that the Alabama Sen- 
ator can be very rude to an antagonist. 
His assertions invited frequent interrup- 
tions, but his retorts were evasive, and 
finally, with an exceptionally nasty out- 
burst, he flatly refused to be interrupted 
further by the Maine Senator. Mr. Hale 
lost nothing in the exchange of remarks. 

Mr. Sherman, while much annoyed at the 
turn affairs have taken, can do little more 
than be discontented. Under the elastic 
rules of the Senate, debate may not be shut 
off, and several Senators who oppose the 
conference report have given notice of their 
intention to address the Senate. Mr. Elkins 
gave Mr. Sherman an additional pang this 
morning by introducing a resolution direct- 
ing the Committee on Foreign Relations, be- 
fore the vote should be taken on the Cuban 
resolutions, to make a report to the Senate 
of all material facts on the subject, stating 
specifically whether a state of war existed 
in Cuba, how long it had been in existence, 
how many men were engaged on the re- 
spective sides, whether the insurgents had 
adopted a Constitution and organized a Gov- 
ernment, at what place the seat of Govern- 
ment was located, what places and ports 
were occupied by the insurgents, and to 
what extent the adoption of the resolutions 
would affect our relations with Spain. Mr. 
Sherman asked that the resolution go over 
under the rules until to-morrow, and Mr. 
Elkins assented. 





DEVASTATION RY INSURGENTS. 


Stores Sacked and Burned in Guara 
and Batabano Laid in Ashes, 


HAVANA, March 16.—The Espana Battalion 
met 1,000 insurgents under Lacret or Zayas 
at Xenes, near El Palms, east of Havana, 
and an engagement took place that lasted 
two hours. It is reported that the rebels 
left seven dead on the field and carried 
other dead and wounded off with them. 
The troops lost three woundéd. 

Insurgents have entered the town of 
Guara, Province of Havana, and sacked and 


burned a number of stores. Their pres- 
ence caused a panic. . 

There were no losses in the rebel attack 
on the town of Batabano Saturday. The in- 
surgents burned Police Headquarters, the 
Town Hall, a church, a number of stores, 
two coffee houses, five residences, and fifty- 
three frame buildings. They practically re- 
duced the town to ashes. nboat in 
the mecaer shelled the rebels during the 
attack. 

A rebel band has burned the ee 
on Labrinto estate and a residence on 
Vega estate, near Colon.

Havana, March 16.—Antonio Maceo, the 
insurgent leader, with his forces, has 


crossed the Province of Havana and entered 
the Province of Pinar del Rio.

The storm had its effect, of course, on the 
attendance at the theatres last-night, yet 
the audiences were reasonably large in all 
the houses which put forward new bills. At 
the Garden Theatre, Minnie Maddern Fiske 


began a fortnight’s engagement, presenting 
a three-act play called ‘‘ Marie Deloche,” 
adapted from the French of Alphonse Dau- 
det and Leon Hennique by Harrison Grey 
Fiske. Marie is a French Becky Sharp, 
and is purposely identified with Thacke- 
ray’s heroine in the text of the play. But 
her experiences are not viewed humorously 
by the dramatists, who take her and them- 
selves very seriously. The only hearty 
laughter last night was caused by a prop- 
erty bouquet of orchids, in t making of 
which the artisan employed by Mrs. Fiske 
had permitted his keen sense of humor to 
run away with his wisdom. It was a pity, 
too, for those orchids were intended to be 
of serious interest. 

Marie Deloche was the daughter of a wo- 
man of ill repute and a dissolute diplomat 
from whom, it was said, she inherited her 
gift of mendacity. In her childhood she 
ran about in the studios of Rome. In 
youth she married a poor, but gifted, artist, 
from whom she soon eloped with a Cuban 
sugar planter. Tiring of too much sweet- 
ness, she went from Havana to France, and, 
because of her seeming simplicity and in- 
nocence, and her good works, won the 
affection and esteem of a wealthy and 
charitable Countess, whose only son she 
presently married. She lied to conceal 
her past misdeeds, and, because the habit 
of lying was so strong upon her, told many 
needless falsehoods. Her past found her 
out, and she killed herself. 

There are one or two notable passages 
in the play, which is otherwise conventional 
and unreal. When the young wife sits by 
her young husband and heinnocently reads 
to her a letter, preserved among some old 
papers, written by her former husband and 
describing her faults and the misery she 
caused him, the situation is stirring. When 
the sudden announcement is made to Marie 
that that former husband, supposed to be 
dead, is alive and coming to her home, 
there is another thrill. And when, after 
she has prepared for the worst, by secreting 
the inevitable vial of poison somewhere in 
her garments, the further announcement 
that this dangerous Jacques Ollivier has 


probably left Paris never to return, creates 
another effective theatrical situation. 

Mrs. Fiske’s expression of the various 
emotions thus called into play was adroit 
and original. She preserved her familiar 
colloquial manner in every scene, and she 
touched every side of a réle which, it musi 
be said, seemed singularly barren of good 
opportunities, with refreshing lightness. 
Her acting was dominated by comprehen- 
sion, but through it all could be discerned 
a yearning for triumph, and, also, it seemed, 
some measure of doubt as to whether the 
occasion was fitting. 

As a matter of fact, triumph, in the _cir- 
cumstances, was out of the question. In a 
book such a woman as Marie Deloche might 
be made ‘sympathetic.’’ The pathos of 
her neglected childhood, her life of ill luck, 
her strong desire to be good and respectable 
could be impressed by an author upon his 
readers. In this play, though, pathos does 
not enter. No tears are shed for Marie’s 
death. In the’ few scenes in which Marle 
seems real, she is regarded with curious 
attention. In most of the play she is ob- 
viously unreal. Few other English-speaking 
actresses could hold an audience through 
three acts with the exposition of her va- 
garies and woes. 

Mrs. Fiske has extraordinary artistic 
qualities. Still, her leaning toward plays 
of this kind is not understandable. She is 
agile, voluble, dainty, and; in the right 
place, charming. But neither her person- 
ality nor her manner of dressing ever sug- 
gests the Parisian—mondaine or demi-mon- 
daine. There are surely many pieces bet- 
ter suited to her in the old repertory. 

The actors new associated with her, as 
if to throw her own natural and easy man- 
ner into the more violent contrast, all re- 
cite their ‘share of the text in a heavy and 
unintelligent way.

Old Comedy at Palmer’s. 

Julia Marlowe-Taber gave an agreeable 
performance of Kate Hardcastle in Gold- 
cmith’s comedy of ‘‘She Stoops to-Con- 
quer,”” at Palmer’s Theatre last night. 
While lacking the Wallack flavor of 
the old comedies, memories of which 
crowd upon ona as he =°sits in the 
very theatre where some of the 
actors, at least, who were so much at home 


in wigs, buckles, and laces, found an abiding } 


place late in life, yet it must be admitted that 
the piece was properly staged and dressed, 
and the conventional business well adhered 
to. Still, the performance was not convin- 
cing. Mr. Taber was a somewhat slow and 
affected Charles Marlow. His humor lacked 
spontaneity, and he was spiritless. W. F. 
Owen and Mrs. Sol Smith were creditable 
as Mr. and Mrs. Hardcastle, but the Tony 
Lumpkin of Edward Lawrence was sadly 
out of keeping, being a jerky, uneven, 
humorless performance. An astonishing dia- 
lect was spoken by the Diggory, a weird 
sombination of Irish, Scotch, and Welsh 
quite incomprehensible. 

As Miss Hardcastle Mrs. Taber’s acting 
was pleasing, but not brilliant. The buoy- 
ancy and freedom, the swiftness in ex- 
change of wit, the elaborate device of the 
true old comedy manner was hardly to be 
expected in her acting. If an actor of these 
days can take an ancient role and revivify 
it in his own way he deserves credit, and 
generally receives it. But this Kate Hard- 
castle is merely a sweet, comely girl, whose 
intellectual force scarcely seems sufficient 
for the successful execution of the plot 
which bewilders young Marlow, or even for 
its inception. The intrigue of gentle Oliver’s 
play never before seemed so feeble. 


Revival of “ The Colleen Bawn.” 


Aubrey Boucicault’s test of the enduring 
quality of his father’s plays was applied 
to the “Colleen Bawn” last evening, at 
the American Theatre. It would be fort- 
unate could he attach to his support actors 
such as enabled Dion Boucicault to win in- 
stant favor for this product of his skill. If 
the son’s touch is less light than the 
father’s in the treatment of Myles, neither 
the memory of old playgoers nor lack 
of appreciation by new ones would remind 
him of it. He presents the character with 
grace, dash, and sprightly humor, which 
need no comparisons to bolster them. 
Sadie Martinot, the original Eily O’Connor, 
fills the eye and appeals to the ear quite 
as acceptably as when the elder Boucicault 
chose her to stand with him in the picture 
of Irish life. The part of Danny Mann, as 
taken by Emmett Corrigan, is drawn with 
strength, and Amelia Bingham, as Anne 
Chute, puts life into some of her lines. 

What is good in the revival is so handi- 
capped by the pmo performance of the 
remainder of the cast as to destroy the 
illusion which invested the play at its for- 
mer production. It was enough to make th 
shade of Dion Boucicault feel as if it h 
been caught out unprotected in yesterday’s 
weather. If the time can ever come when 
those who saw this play at its early 
pearance will think of it as deficient in 
potency or charm, it will be brought on b 
such glaring contrasts of animation Ba 
the reverse as are now present

THEY DENOUNCE HEKR AHLWARDT, 


Deserted by Officers of American An- 
ti-Semitic Association—Only Af- 
ter Money, They Declare, 


The Amerikanische Antisemitische Asso- 
ciation, an organization founded by some 
personal friends of Rector Hermann Ahl- 
wardt, the German Jew-baiter, has revolted 
against its leader and disbanded. An offi- 
cial announcement to that effect has just 
been issued over the signatures of the Presi- 
dent, J. Hessel, and the Secretary, J. 


Schwertfeger, both of Brooklyn. The cir- 
cular brands Ahlwardt as a leech, and says 
that the antisemitic apostle is only carry- 
ing on his warfare for the money he can 
make. 

The circular is published in German. A 
ranwetion of the introduction reads as fol- 
ows: 


In consideration of the fact that the agitation 
started by Herr Ahlwardt is not sincere, and 
that he views it as a circus in which the enthu- 
Silastic adherents figure as ‘‘ walking gentle- 
men" to fill the ravenous moneybag of the 
member of the German Reichstag, the officers 
have found it incompatible with their dignity 
to continue any longer with the American Anti- 
Semitic Association. Herr Ahlwardt has person- 
ally resorted to such vile methods as would even 

too low for the poorest Hebrew. He has 
made it a practice in every case where he has 
met men of means to immediately beg for money 
contributions. 

Although he was paid a good sum for each 
appearance, and in addition to this a liberal 
contribution in Brooklyn, which alone netted him 
$60 a week, he always pretended to be in finan- 
cial straits. 

He would come to us and say that he was 
forced to pawn his watch, or that his bill at 
the hotel was unpaid, or that the tailor or shoe- 
maker was pressing him for settlement, and he 
must have some money. We gave him sums of 
money until we learned that AhlWardt had only 
organized this association to aid him in his 
effort to make money. 

The circular ends with a merciless denun- 
ciation of the avaricious methods of Herr 
Ahlwardt and an emphatic statement that 
the two signers have abandoned him. 

The deserters from the Anti-Semitic So- 
ciety have been known as his stanchest 
friends heretofore, and their retirement is 
accepted as an acknowledgment of the fail- 
ure of the movement here,

The Rev. Dr. Greer said the time had 
gone by when a Christian Association of 
any sort could have no sort of association 
with amusements. 

Col. Waring, who was greeted with sev-, 
eral volleys of applause, said the associa- 
tion had done a work of wonderful good in 
providing calisthenic exercises for its young 
women. 

“Three-quarters of the women in employ- 
ment in New-York,” said Col. Waring, 
“never get their lungs fairly filled with air 
once in twenty-four hours.”” He made an 
appeal for funds for a large gymnasium for 
the association. A cablegram was read sub- 
scribing $2,500 to the jubilee fund.

They seemed afflicted with stage fright, 
but a pleasant day and a few more visits 
to the café is sure to enliven their imagina- 
tions and loosen their tongues, and then 
visitors can get such trout stories as they 
are greedy for. 

Two Bear, or Bear Chief, or whatever 
may happen to be the name of the aborigine 
who has come on here from the plains, had 
a bad attack of the blues yesterday, if 
Indians ever have that sort of complaint. 
He was rigged out in a suit of yellow buck- 
skin that looked suspiciously like some of 
those that ‘*Tody’’ Hamilton trots out 
every year for the street parade of the 
Barnum circus. <A few strips of red flan- 
nel, moccasins that looked as if they had 
come from a forty-nine-cent bargain coun- 
ter, some turkey feathers seemingly from 
a rejected feather duster, and a little Ful- 
ton Street ready-mixed paint, was the im- 
pression that he left on the mind of the 
average visitor to the spot where he had 
pitched his tepee. He did not loom up as 
a ‘“‘noble’’ red man in the least, and if he 
is a type of Indians that the Piegans make 
their chiefs out of, they had better go out 
of the chief business and leave that to 
Buftalo Bill and Nate Salsbury, who turn 
out a far more imposing sort of article for 
their continuous performances. 

‘‘His royal job lots” of the Blackfoot 
tribe spent most of his time yesterday sit- 
ting on the floor inspecting the Indian 
traps he had brought from the West with 
him and gazing occasionally on several 
very un-aborigine-like packing trunks of 
the most modern make that were manifest- 
ly out of place in an Indian camp. Perhaps 
it was the presence of these cheap Bow- 
ery trunks that made him look as if he 
had a fit of dyspepsia and was yearning for 
a dose of pepsin.

cially for the target shooting that the Ger- 
mans so greatly enjoy. The gun has a butt 
plate with long prongs that fit snugly over 
and under the shoulder, and a movable arm 
rest, which gives stability to the gun while 
in use. The arm weighs twelve pounds, and, 
but for the rest that is provided, would be 
an unwieldy and tiring weapon to handie. 
This is an experimental gun, and has pot 
been put on the market, and is shown 
more as a curiosity than anything else. 

One of the unique features of the show is 
the way in which the name of the Overman 
Wheel Company has been spelled out on the 
back walls of the stands occupied by the 
firm. The name is made in_ letters 
about three feet in height, each letter 
formed of a different sort of sporting goods 
made by the firm. Thus, the O is made of 
boxing gloves, the V of wooden dumb- 
bells, the E of bicycle caps, and then in 
order the other letters are of tennis balls, 
hockey sticks, golf sticks, golf stick bags, 
wicket keepers’ gloves, baseball bats, leg 
guards such as are used by hockey, polo, 
and cricket players, boxing mitts, base- 
ball catchers’ masks, and gymnasium slip- 
pers. In the spaces occupied by the firm a 
couple of young women are making tennis 
balls, a young man is stringing tennis 
racquets, and two more men are making 
baseballs. These features attract consider- 
able attention and interest, as few have 
ever had a chance to see how these things 
were manufactured. 

Conroy & Kiffe, two of the exhibitors 
of fishing tackle, manage to attract atten- 
tion to their shows by the employment of 
artificial fly makers, who do their delicate 
work both skillfully and rapidly. Another 
fishing tackle exhibition that attracts much 
attention is the two rods at op | to D. A. 
Heald, President of the Home Insurance 
Company, and said to be the two lightest 
rods that were ever built. The lighter 
weighs 1% ounces, and the heavier one 2% 
ounces. Both are finished with handles of 
ivory and cork, and are gold mounted 
throughout, the reels in each case being 
also of gold. Mr. Heald used the rods suc- 
cessfully last season to land trout with. 

There was considerable interest over the 
practical test of the pneumatic ducking 
boat that has recently been put on the mar- 
ket. A tank ten by eighteen feet, and with 
five feet of water is used, and in this water 
the wearer of the boat—for it is put on 
like a pair of trousers—manages to move 
about with a deal of fr2edom and without 
apparent discomfort. It is a feature that, 
of course, causes considerable fun for the 
spectators. 

The yacht built on the. lines of the half- 
rater Ethelwynn, winer of the Seawan- 
haka International Cup, was sold yesterday 
to Herbert Jennings of Southport, Conn., 
for $650. It was manufactured by the 
Spalding St. Lawrence Boat Company, and 
has, perhaps, attracted more attention than 
any other single exhibit in the show. With 
it are shown a lot of the St. Lawrence 
skiffs, the boats used so extensively in the 
Adirondack Lake region. 

A bicycle boat, in which the propeller is 
worked in the same fashion as is a tandem 
bicycle, in a novelty that catches the eyes 
of the men who have a fondness for duck- 
ing. and other sports where the use of an 
easily propelled boat would be very advan- 
tageous. lit is a queer-looking concern, but 
that is to be expected of all things that 
are new, and in this case there seems no 
reason why the thing should not be prac- 
tica’. 


PRINCETON WILL SEND TO ATHENS 


Four or Five Athletes to Take Part 
in the Olympic Games. 


PRINCETON, N. J.. March 16.—Princeton ath- 
letic circles were surprised to-day by the an- 
nouncement that the University Track Athletic 
Association will send a team to compete in the 
Olympic games at Athens. The team will sail 
next Saturday. It will consist of four and pos- 
sibly five men. These are Capt. Garrett, ‘a: 
Tyler, ’97; Colfeit, ‘99, and Lane, ‘97, and pos- 
sibly Manager Turner, who is himself a good, 
all-round athlete. The college is enthusiastic 
over the project. Manager Turner made the 
announcement to-day. 

It now turns out that 
has intended all along to send the team, but 
has been negotiating on the quiet. A lack of 
funds was the only detriment. It was feared 
up to a few days ago that the project would 
have to be abandoned for this reason. At the 
last minute, however, a generous friend of the 
college has come forward and put up the neces- 
sary funds to pay the heavy expenses of the 
team. This generous friend is extremely mod- 
est, and will not allow his name published, says 
Manager Turner. Full arrangements have been 
made for the trip, and the team will sail next 
Saturday morning on the North German Lloyd 
steamer Fulda. 

The university Faculty has granted leave of 
absence, and the men making up the team will 
be gone till nearly May 1. They will arrive 
at Athens the day before the great athletic car- 
nival opens, which is advertised for April 6. 
Princetonians believe their team will come back 
with several laurel wreaths. The youths to 
whom the good luck has fallen of being taken 
on the trip are all stars in their specialties. 
Capt. Garrett will enter the shot put, the broad 
jump, the horizontal bar vault, and throwing 
the discus. The shot put is his favorite event. 
In this he has recently shown great improve- 
ment. He won the event at Boston recently, and 
is doing forty feet in practice: nearly every day. 
Tyler is widely known as the right tackle of the 
football team and as a crack pole vaulter. The 
latter event will be his specialty at Athens. He 
has done close to eleven feet several times, and 
is now in his best form. Capt. Garrett thinks 
he can win the event at Athens. 

Lane, ‘97, wili enter the 100-meter_ sprint, 
which is equivalent to about 110 yards. He 
has a record of 0:10 fiat in the 100-yard sprint, 
and is now in fine fettle. Colfelt, '99, is the 
plucky freshman quarter-miler, who _ recently 
did his distince in 0:50. He will compete in the 
400-meter run, which is equivalent to the 440- 
yard run on American programmes, Every man 
of the team is in good condition. They have 
all been in iight training in the gymnasium _dur- 
ing the past six weeks, ostensibly for the Yale- 
Princeton games and the Columbig-Princeton 
games, but, as it now turns out, with an eye 
to this trip.

CABIN NAPHTHA YACHTS, 


Several Boats Being Built for the Com. 
ing Season. 


Several well-known New-Yorkers will have large 
cabin naphtha yachts this Summer, and the 
workmen at the shops of the Gas Engine and 
Power Company are hard at work to have them 
ready by the first of the yachting season. The 
cabin naphtha yacht has become a very popular 
vessel. It has ample accommodations for its 
owner to live on board, is a comfortable craft in 
all sorts of weather, except perhaps a gale, and 
is speedy’ enough to make long runs each day. 

One of the largest of these yachts is for Hugh 
H. Baxter, ex-Captain, of the New-York Athletic 
Club. Mr. Baxter formerly owned the steam 
yacht Nada, and last year had a small naphtha 
launch. This year his boat will be large enough 
to cruise in. The yacht will be 53 feet over all, 
10 feet beam, and 38 inches draught. The fad 
this year is to have clipper bows and square 
sterns, and all these cabin yachts are built that 
way. It gives them a yachty appearance and a 
littie more deck room than the straight stem 
ones have. They are all planked with cedar, cop- 
per fastened, and riveted. 

On Mr. Baxter’s launch there is to be a good- 
sized pilot house, built of mahogany, aft of 
which will be the cabin. This will occupy all 
the space as far aft as the engines. The saloon, 
which is. entered from the ge house, will be 
finished In mahogany. It will have settees at the 
poe 4 pate Bonne oot yey ge These seats are 
mad e » SO as to u for bert 
required.

J. S. Spencer has ordered one of this type of 
yachts, to be 49 feet over all, 8 feet beam, and 
3 feet draught. The pilot house isto be 6 feet 10 
inches in height, finished in mahogany. Seats 
are to be arranged at the sides with lockers 
underneath, and arranged so that they can be 
made into berths. The saloon is fitted in the 
same way, and has two cabinets in which to keep 
drinkables, silver, and glassware. The galley 
space is 4 feet 10 inches fore and aft, and then 
comes the cockpit, in which is a twelve-horse 
power motor. 

Brass ralls are to be fitted around the deck, 
and the chocks, cleats, and steering wheel are 
also to be of brass. This boat is to be fitted with 
two pole masts, with gaffs from which awnings 
will be suspended, 

J. Johnson has ordered one 45 feet in 
length, 8 feet beam, and 33 inches draught. It 
is to Be fitted with a twelve-horse power motor. 
The pilot house is to be fitted with circular plate- 
glass windows, so that the view of those inside 
may not be obstructed by posts at the corners. 
These windows drop down. The interior arrange- 
ment of this yacht is similar to that of those al- 
ready described. The joiner work is to be of ma- 
hogany, the fittings brass, the cushions will be 
covered with corduroy, and damask curtains 
hung at the windows. 

Dr. Frederick E. Sondern of 200 West Fifty- 
sixth Street has ordered a yacht very similar to 
Mr. Johpson’s boat. The dirhensions of this 
yacht will be 45 feet over all, 7 feet 10 inches 
beam, and 82 inches draught. It will be fitted 
with a ten-horse power motor. 

John 8S. Foster has ordered one fitted with twin 
screws. Her dimensions will be 44 feet over all, 
10 feet beam, and 26 inches draught. The for- 
ward deck will be 9 feet 6 inches long, the sa- 
loon 14 feet 6 inches, the galley 4 feet 6 inches, 
the engineer’s space feet, the engine space 6 
feet 9 inches, and the after deck 6 feet 6 inches.

WHEELMEN’S MASS MEETING. 


Demonstration in Favor of the Arm- 
strong Bill. 


Some prominent wheelmen will attend the 
mass meeting of friends of the Atrmstrong bill 
at Fifth Avenue Hall, 27 West Forty-second 
Street, this evening. Sterling Elliott of Boston, 
President of the League of American Wheel- 
men, will be there, and so will the Vice Presi- 
dent, Charles F. Cossum of Poughkeepsie, and 
Chief Consuls Gentle of New-Jersey, Westlake 
of Connecticut, and Potter of this State. 

A special invitation has been sent to W. W. 
Armstrong, who introduced the bill, to address 
the meeting, and it is very likely that he will 


be on hand if possible, although nothing has 
yet been heard from him. . 

The Armstrong bill provides an amendment to 
the present railroad law so as to require rail- 
road companies to transport a bicycle (when ac- 
companied by its rider) under the same statute 
which now allows 150 pounds of other baggage 
to each passenger. 

All cyclists who favor the passage of the bill 
and who are willing to help make this meeting 
an enthusiastic and unanimous one are earnestly 
invited to be present. Members of the League 
of American Wheelmen have been cordially urged 
to attend and support the objects of the meeting, 
and to bring with them all cycling friends who 
advocate the passage of the measure.

JUSTICE GAYNOR RESTRAINS EAST 
RIVER BRIDGE COMMISSIONERS. 


Should Not Be Allowed to Purchase 
the Uhlmann Franchise, Because 


That Company Woald Receive 


$200,000 of the Public Fands for 
Not Building a Bridge Under a 
Franchise to Build Given to It by 
the People. 


Justice Gaynor of the Supreme Court, 


Brooklyn, yesterday granted an injunction, 
on the application of William Gordon, a 
Brooklyn which restrains the 
Commissioners of new East River 
Bridge from carrying out their contract 
with the East River Bridge Company for 


taxpayer, 


the 


the purchase of its franchise under which 
it was empowered to build the Williams- 
burg Bridge, and the right to encroach 
upon a space within which, on the New- 
York side, the company was authorized to 
locate the approach of the so-called Hud- 
son Avenue Bridge. 

In the opinion of counsel for the com- 
mission, the decision will not operate to in- 
terfere with the contemplated prosecution 
of the actual work of construction, but will 
efijcin the Commissicners simply from pay- 
ing over to the company the stipulated 
$200,000. 

Justice Gaynor reviews the legislation by 
which the bridge company received its 
charter, and the subsequent enactment by 
which, the commission was created with 
power to build a bridge across the East 
River within specified limits, and, if need 
be, to acquire by purchase the “ charter 
and all the powers and rights granted 
thereby ’’ of the company. 

The company’s franchise gives to it the 
right to build two bridges across the East 
Ri-er, one between a point at or near 
Broadway, in the City of Brooklyn, to a 
place between Delancey and Rivington 
Streets, New-York, and the other from 
anywhere between Bridge and Little 
Streets, in Brooklyn, to a point between 
Jackson and Scammel Streets, New-York. 
The work of construction on the first 
bridge was to be commenced within one 
year after the assent of the Federal author- 
ities, and of the second within one year 
after the opening of the first to public use. 

In the agreement of sale is the following 
provision: 

It is also expressly understood and agreed be- 
tween the parties aforesaid that the bridge to be 
constructed by the parties of the second part 
(the Commissioners of the two cities) across the 
East River under and in pursuance of Chapter 
789 of the Laws of 1895, shall among other teat- 
ures containing the following: Space for two sep- 
erate and independent railroad tracks for the use 
exclusively of elevated railroads, with gradients 
to be determined by the party of the second part 
or their successors to be practicable and consiSt- 
ent with the motive power which shall be in use 
by such railroads at the time said bridge shall 
be completed, and that said bridge shall have 
suitable and ample terminal facilities for such 
railroads, which facilities need not, however, ex- 
tend beyond the approaches to the bridge as the 
Same shall be laid out and established by the 
parties of the second part. 

The plaintiff complains that the making 
of this agreement was an illegal and also 
a fraudulent act, anu that the carrying out 
of it would be a fraudulent waste of the 
public funds. 

The justice says: 

This case presents one of 
Brown so common in 
grandizement by law of a few at the expense of 
all. * * * It presents the all too common instancc 
of government away a valuable franchise, 
the property of all the people, with one hand, 
and buying it back out of the people’s money, 
With the other hand. 

After dilating on the powers of the com- 
mission, the Justice says that, while it had 
the power, and it behooved it, if it saw fit 
to pay for the company’s rights in the case 
of the Williamsburg Bridge, having, for 
alleged reasons of expense and public ac- 
commodation, so located it that the Brook- 
lyn end of it was against the approach 
actually selected by the company, it would 
be an illegal waste of public funds to pay 
for that to which the company had no ex- 
clusive right. The company had no ex- 
clusive right to the space decided upon for 
the New-York tegminus, which was within 
the area in whick the company was author- 
ized to locate an approach to. its Hudson 
Avenue Bridge, because it had never lo- 
Cated it. 

Having no exclusive right, it had nothing 
then which the Commissioners needed and 
could use the public funds to buy. The 
company enjoyed the exclusive right only 
to any line within the specified territory 
which it might select, but it had made no 
selection for its Hudson Avenue bridge. 

The opinion next considers the clause re- 
lating te the provision for elevated railroad 
tracks, and intimates that, from a study of 
the company’s charter and other legislation 
on the subject, the company would continue 
to exist in connection with the elevated 
railroad companies, being empowered to 
merge or consolidate with elevated railroad 
corporations, and thus participate in their 
@wnership and operation. The Justice says: 

It therefore all comes to this, viz.: That 
Whereas those in control of the bridge company 
obtained from the Legislature a franchise to build 
a bridge, intending chiefly to make it a railroad 
bridge. (on account of their control of elevated 
railroads,) they are now by this agreement to 
be paid $200,000 of the public funds for not 
building the bridge, and, in addition, after a 
bridge shall be built out of the public funds, 
they are to be given exclusive use of the space 
wpon it for elevated railroad tracks. 

The Justice also takes exception to the 
Provision regarding terminal facilities for 
elevated roads, and concludes as follows: 

Let an injunction be granted, to continue until 
the trial of the action or until the agreement of 
purchase be modified so that the purchase price 
will be for the franchise of the Williamsburg 
Bridge only, and by striking out the clause con- 
cerning the elevated railroads. The claim that 
the said clause is nugatory and binds no one 
will, of course, insure the striking out of that 
clause at once, for any opposition would be in- 
consistent with the good faith of such claim. 

H. C. M. Ingraham, counsel for the Bridge 
Commission, speaking of. the decision, said 
that he had not had time to read it in full. 
“I will say, however,” he said, “ that ap- 

eal will certainly be taken to the General 

erm. The class of work that will occupy 
the Commissioners is such as will take up 
their time for quite a period, and the dects- 
ion of the court cannot interrupt it. The 
General Term will be appealed to, and if 
the Commissioners do not decide to take 
such steps the East River Bridge Company 
will undoubtedly pursue such a course inde- 
pendently.”’ 

W. G. Choate said: **So far as I can see 
from the summary of Justice Gaynor’s opin- 
fon which I have read, he does not decide 
that the company forfeited its charter by 
failing to commence work within the speci- 
fied time, the ground on-which the action 
was brought, but he has taken up other 
phases of the case. I presume an appeal 
will be taken to the General Term. The 
Commissioners will doubtless decide that 
at their meeting Wednesday.” 

Regarding the terms of purchase, Mr. 
Choate said: “The Commissioners, ’ after 
very careful consideration, decided that it 
would be no more expensive, and that there 
would be a saving of from one to two years 
in getting to work by paying the $200,000 in- 
stead of instituting condemnation proceed- 
ings. I want to add positively that there is 
no contract with the elevated railroad com- 
pany, nor anything in the terms of purchase 
that secures to the railroad anything at all. 
It is simply a stipulation that the bridge 
shall have capacity to accommodate such 
traffic. It is required by the charter. that 
the bridge, when finished, shall be a public 
highway, and the Commission interprets 
that to mean that it shall have facilities 
for every kind of travel now in use.” 

Mr. Choate further expressed the opinion 
that the decision would not operate to hin- 
der active work of construction. It simply 
restrains the Commissioners from paying 
money pending trial of the action or a 
modification of the terms. 

Commissioner Henry Battermann said: 
“We give the East River Bridge Company 
mo exclusive elevated road privileges. We 
agree to build the elevated tracks for the 
use of elevated railroads. We use the plu- 
ral.

Speaking of the work of the Constitutional 
Convention, Justice Daly said: 

It would seem inconceivable that the people of 
this State, which has hundreds of newspapers 
and thousands of teachers, should not know how 


-and by whom the destitute poor are heiped, how 


neglected, abandoned, and delinquent children 
ure cared for, how the aged and indigent are 
housed, and how the dependent sick are tended. 
All these classes of helpless people are the wards 
of the State, that is to say, of the community. 
How many individuals-in the community know 
by what agencies their duty in this regard is 
performed, how the work is commenced, how 
carried on, by whom, at what cost? 

Thus it came to pass, when the Constitutional 
Convention of 1894 was about to meet, that 
the grossest misrepresentations concerning chari- 
table religious institutions found ready credence 
among vast numbers of people otherwise Iintelli- 
gent, well-read, well-meaning, and weil informed. 

Justice Morgan J. O’Brien said: 

You will recall that for months preceding the 
Constitutional Convention the air was rife with 
rumor of the formation of what was regarded 
as the two most formidable organizations hostile 
to Catholicity which had appeared since the era 
of Know-Nothingism. Of these the most blat- 
ant, the most bigoted, and the most extreme wa 
the organization known as the “‘A. P. es 
which was avowedly anti-Catholic, and was en- 
gaged in the attempt,.not only to destroy Cath- 
olic churches and religion, but to deprive Cath- 
olic citizens of their right to vote or to partici- 
pate in any way in political life. This organi- 
zation for a time spread like a prairie fire, but 
by its very fury in a short time burned itself 
out, because, no matter how many might favor 
its sentiments, no reasonable man with a repu- 
tation for intelligence and honesty could afford 
to ally himself openly with such an organization: 

The other organization, known as the National 
League for the Protection of American Interests, 
whose promoters were more circumspect and ju- 
dicious, and who proceeded to accomplish their 
objects without any flourish of trumpets, suc- 
ceeded in enlisting not only those who, from 
pure prejudice, were opposed to Catholicity, but 
obtained the support of many intelligent and 
well-meaning men, who, without going beneath 
the surface, were prepared to follow and to lend 
their names and influence to an organization 
whose ostensible object was the protection of 
American interests. 


It became necessary, in the’ circumstances, 
said the speaker, to arouse the attention 
not only of Catholics. but of the well-mean- 
ing and intelligent of other denominations, 
to projects which were aimed at religion 
itself. A proper cOunter-sentiment came of 
this, and the ultra-hostile projects were 
abandoned, and effort confined to the fol- 
lowing: 

Preventing churches and schools being re- 
lieved of taxation; preventing under any cir- 
cumstances any contributions out of public mon- 
eys for parochial schools, and absolutely prohib- 
iting the appropriation of public moneys for any 
charitable institutions except such as were ex- 
clusively under State or municipal control—the 
prohibition being aimed against ‘* maintaining or 
aiding by appropriation * * * any church, re- 
ligious denomination, or religious society, or any 
institution * * * which is wholly or in part un- 
der sectarian or ecclesiastical control.’’ 

The contest was narrowed to the last 
two subjects, the first of which was not 
opposed by the Catholics, and all effort was 
concentrated to defeat the other, and the 
issue was success, through Messrs. Bliss 
and Coudert. 

After reviewing the career of Messrs. 
Bliss and Coudert, Justice O’Brien, ad- 
dressing Mr. Bliss, presented two loving

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GLORIES OF INDIA DESCRIBED. 


The Fourth of John L. Stoddard’s 


Series of Lenten Matinee Lect- 


ures at Daly’s Theatre. 


Notwithstanding the great storm which 
raged in this city yesterday morning ‘the 
auditorium of Daly’s Theatre was com- 
fortably filled when John L. Stoddard 
stepped on the stage to deliver the fourth 
of his illustrated matinée lectures. His sub- 
ject was ‘“‘ The Glories of India,’ and the 
lecture was one of the most interesting 
that he has yet given. His pictures, of 
which a large collection was shown, were 
remarkably realistic, and brought to the 
eye of his hearers every scene upon which 
he talked. 

India, Mr. Stoddard said, was a unique 
land. He entered it at the port of Bom- 
bay, and showed some of the great pub- 
lic buildings of that city, and the struct- 
ures reared by the Parsees for charity. The 
Parsees, he said, though a minority of the 
citizens of India, are really its best in- 
habitants, and they are in full accord with 
the English Government, because they real- 
ize that to its toleration they owe their 


religious rights. The Parsee cemetery was 
visited, and the burial of a Parsee was de- 
scribed. It consists in giving the body to 
a tower of silence, where the vultures de- 
scend and devour it before it has been left 
alone an hour. The Parsee has a horror 
of burial in the ground, and looks upon 
this mode of disposing of the dead as the 
most humane and proper. 

A trip was made to the ancient city of 
Benares, the sacred city of the Holy Gan- 
ges, and here a view was given of the cere- 
monies of the Hindu pilgrims, who flock 
here by thousands to bathe in the hallowed 
stream of the Ganges. The bathing is a 
ceremony which is certainly not calculated 
to increase the cleanliness of the pilgrims. 
The water of the sacred river is filled with 
sewage and thousands seek its shores for 
bathing, and it is anything but a desirable 
place in which to cleanse the body, what- 
ever may be its effect upon the soul. 

From Benares, the audience was taken to 
Delhi, the ancient capital of the Grand Mo- 
guls, and a history of the Mogul Empire 
was given briefly. Views of the palace of 
the Great Mogul were shown, with its walls 
of marble decorated with flowers in jewels 
and precious stones. The ruins of the 
plain of Delhi were exhibited, and the tragic 
story of Cawnpore was told with pictur- 
esque illustrations. Then Agra, the home 
of the Moguls, was brought to the front, 
and the palace of the Shah Jehan was 
shown, in which the builder of the Taj was 
kept a prisoner for years by his usurping 
son. The Taj, which he had built as a 
burial place for his wife, and in which he 
was also buried, was in full view of his 
window, but he was not allowed to enter it 
while alive. ; 

Many pictures of different vgews of this 
magnificent structure were shown, and its 
beauties from an architectural point of view 
were described. The Taj was shown on a 
moonlight New Year’s Eve, when the lect- 
urer saw the old year out beneath its 
shadow, and the tomb-of the royal lovers 
looked particularly impressive at that time. 
From this magnificent work of man’s hands 
the lecturer turned to the works of God, 
to conclude his lecture, and introduced his 
hearers to the Himalayas, the most lofty 
mountains on the face of the globe, lifting 
their snow-crowned heads 29,000 feet above 
the level of the sea. The pictures of these 
mountains were the finest of the collection. 
They showed the mountains as seen at 
dawn and at night, and the effect of the 
changing pictures was such as to arouse 
enthusiasm in the audience. A_ great out- 
burst of applause greeted Mr. Stoddard as 
he pronounced his last words and retired 
from the stage. 4 : 

The lecture on India will be repeated on 
this and Friday afternoons, and to-morrow, 
Thursday, and Saturday mornings. The 
next and final lecture of the course will be 
given for the first time next Monday morn- 
ing, the subject being ‘“‘A Tour of Japan. 





DETAINED MECHANICS RELEASED. 


Men Under Contsact with a Boston 
Fizm Not Barred Ont. 


The case of the four cabin passengers of 
the White Star steamship Britannic, who 
were arrested on arrival here on Jan. 31, and 
detained as contract laborers, has finally 
been decided by the Treasury Department. 
The men were barred by the officials of the 
Labor Bureau on Ellis Island, but the firm 
of Stoddard, Haserick, Richards & Co. of 
Boston, which had the men brought here, 
appealed the case, and carried it to Wash- 
ington. 

Superintendent Stump of the Immigration 
Bureau has directed the discharge of the 
men, and yesterday they were formally re- 
leased from parole. 

The men are M. Ainsworth, W. Draper, 
H. Longworth, and T. Marsh. They were 
under contract to put up new machinery for 
the Boston firm. Representatives of a 
labor union objected to their admission on 
the ground that the work they were 
brought here to perform could be as well 
done by home mechanics. The labor peo- 
ple succeeded in proving that such was the 
ease, whereupon the importing company, 
through its lawyers, appealed the case on 
the ground that the contract was made in 
Engiand, by English representatives of the 
Boston firm. In the order releasing the 
men from parole, it was stated that the 
firm had _ anew agreement with the 
men, specifying the exact nature of the 
work they are required to do.

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HIS REPORT NOT READY, 


Chief Conlin in a Delicate Position 
Regarding Capts. McCullagh 
and Brooks. 


Chief Conlin has not yet prepared an 
answer to the resolution adopted by the 
Board of Police last Friday requiring him 
to make a full and detailed report as to 
the conduct and efficiency of Capts. Brooks 
and McCullagh during the time they have 
been acting as Inspectors. He would not 
give any information yesterday as to the 
nature of the report he intended to make, 
but it is certain that if the majority of 
the board, Commissioners Roosevelt, An- 
drews, and Grant, who are desirous of 
promoting Brooks and McCullagh despite 
the opposition of Commissioner Parker, 
depend on Chief Conlin to give the recom- 
mendation in writing which would enale 
them to make the promotions possible, they 
will be disappointed. Mr. Conlin will not 
make the recommendation sought for, as 
he says that he does not wish to take 
sides in the contest between the Commis- 
sioners. 

President Roosevelt and Mr. Andrews 
both disclaimed yesterday thut the resolu- 
tion was intended for obtaining from the 
Chief a statement that could be used to 
force the promotions in opposition to Com- 


missioner Parker. President Rooseveit 
said: 

All we want 
statement of the character of the service of 
these men. Their continuation in command of 
districts is intolerable, a false position both as 
to them and as to everybody else. They should 
be promoted or remanded to precincts, and I for 
one am personally indifferent which is done. The 
choice between these two courses should de- 
pend entirely upon their conduct and efficiency, 
but there should be a choice. 

Commissioner Andrews 
same effect. 

There was a private conference yester- 
day afternoon between Commissioners 
Roosevelt and Andrews and Chief Conlin, 
at which the status of Acting Inspectors 
Brooks and McCullagh was discussed. It 
Wast rumored about the Central Office 
building that Conlin had been asked to 
make such a recommendation as would re- 
sult in the promotion of the two acting 
Inspectors in spite of the opposition of 
Commissioner Parker, and that he had 
refused. Mr. Conlin would not discuss 
what had occurred at the conference, but 
President Roosevelt said emphatically that 
there was no truth in the story of the 
Chief’s refusal, After the conference with 
Messrs. Roosevelt and Andrews, Chief 
Conlin had a long talk with Commissioner 
Parker. 

There is one way out of the dilemms:, 
of which the Chief can avail himself. He 
can simply remand the two acting Inspect- 
ors to precinct duty and assign two other 
Captains in their places. This is clearly 
within his ._powers, and would end the dis- 
pute as to Brooks and McCullagh. Chief 
Conlin has not exercised this powerof re- 
manding as freely as heis authorized to do 
by law, and has permitted the Commission- 
ers to transfer, assign to duty, and re- 
mand members of the uniformed force 
clearly within his province, without protest 
The Commissioners cannot, under the law, 
remand any officer on duty by assignment. 
This can only be done legally by the Chie?. 

It was said at Police Headquarters last 
evening that Chief Conlin intends to re- 
mand Brooks and McCullagh to precinct 
duty and to assign Capts. Allaire and 
Pickett as acting Inspectors. but the Chief 
refused to give any hint of his intentions 
in this directicn. Tne board will meet 
to-day, when some action may be taken.

METHODISM IN THE GREATER NEW-YORK, 


The Rev. Dr. Nerth Presents Figures 
and Discusses Future Work. 


At the weekly meeting of the Methodist 
ministers, held yesterday morning in the 
Assembly Hall of the Bible House on Fifth 

venue, the Rev. Dr. F. Mason North, 
Secretary of the New-York City Church 
Extension Society, spoke on ‘‘A Greater 
New-York and a Greater Methcdism.” He 
made a comparative statement of the 
growth of Methodism in the city and in 
the metropolitan circle, with a thirty-mile 
radius from Forty-second Street, known 
as the Greater New-York. 

“In the city,’ he said, ‘‘ since 1865, the 
gain in Methodist membership has been 58 
per cent., and in population 86 per cent. It 
is probable that the city Protestant con- 
stituents of populAtion have increased in 
the ratio of 200 per cent. in the same time. 

“In the larger” metropolitan district, 
where the population will exceed 4,000,000, 
the gain of population has beer over 133 
per cent., and the gain of Methodist mem- 
bership 120 per cent., about twice as good 
a showing as in the city proper.” 

Dr. North concluded that line of argu- 
ment by saying: ‘‘So, if there is nothing 
for Methodists to be specially proud of, at 
least we have no reason to fear that we 
are fighting a losing battle. 

‘“*The ideal of a large ministry,” he con- 
tinued, ‘* will create large ministers. 

“It will compel everything to give way 
to co-operation and a rich church will 
rather die than see a poor church, which 
ought to live, starve. The grandeur of the 
mission will make the Church one and a 
united Methodism with a comprehension of 
its task, and a conviction of its Divine call 
will fill the Greater New-York with the 
greater glory of God.’’

**In answer to the attack made by Com- 
missioner Charles Strauss of New-York on 
the Brooklyn system of licensing teachers 
ahd its alleged laxness, I have to say that 
if Mr. Strauss had ever compared the two 
systems, in New-York and Brooklyn, he 
would use very different language. There 
is no system of licensing teachers in the 
United States that is or more 
just than that which is enforced in Brook- 
lyn.”’ 

Superintendent Maxwell was 
fm regard to his attack on the New-York 
public-school made before the 
Lexow consolidation inquiry committee, in 
which he said it was the most antiquated 
in the United States. 

“Under the system 
said Mr. Maxwell, “there is a central 
Board of Education, with very little 
power, and there is a Board of Education, 
called a Board cf Trustees, in every ward, 
that really holds all the power with re- 
gard to the schools. These Boards of 
Trustees have the appointing power, and 
that is the power that really controls the 
system. The central board practically 
never exercises its veto power in the case 
of appointment of teachers by the Trust- 
ees. The result has been that the public- 
school system of New-York City has been 
dominated by politics. 

“According to the Health Board re- 
turns, the present population of New-York 
is 1,910,000, and of Brooklyn 1,100,000, 
There are 187,000 school children regis- 
tered in New-York and_ 119,000 in Brook- 
lyn. One in 10 in New-York and 1 in 9 in 
Brooklyn out of the total population are in 
the public schools; therefore, we afford bet- 
ter school accommodations in Brooklyn. 

“If Brooklyn be consolidated with New- 
York, as New-York is the larger, the 
wealthier, and the stronger city, we can 
exnect but one thing, so far as our school 
systems are concerned, and that ss that the 
New-York system will be extended to 
Brooklyn.

But, be that 
as it may, the fact of establishing colleges, 
with the great expense that has been in- 
volved in the establishment of colleges, 
has so far prevented New-York from build- 
ing high schools. What is the result? 
Only about one-third of the girls who 
raduate from the grammar schools of 

Yew-York every year are admitted to the 
Normal College. Only about one-third, 
perhaps not over one-fourth, of the boys 
who graduate from the grammar schools 
of New-York are admitted to the College 
of the City of New-York. Two-thirds, at 
least, of all the girls and two-thirds of all 
the boys camnot find admission to these 
colleges. 

“The result is that New-York has es- 
tablished, in connection with its system of 
higher education, the purely aristocratic 
idea, admitting only picked, selected pu- 
pils to these two colleges. Brooklyn, on 
the other hand, so far as its higher edu- 
cation goes, has gone exactly on the oppo- 
site course, and has adopted the purely 
democratic idea, which is that every boy 
and girl who graduates from the grammar 
schools shall have the opportunity to go 
on in the higher education. Are we to 
have that system of New-York introduced 
into Brooklyn? I sincerely hope noi.

HIS BOND DEALING IN COURT. 


Abraham White Traded with Russell 
Sage and Others, and a Boston 
Bank Objected. 


Justice MacLean, in the Supreme Court 
yesterday, denied an application for an in- 
junction to restrain Abraham White and 
his wife, Cora T. White, from disposing of 
bonds of the new Government issue of the 
value of $201,675.50. The application was 
made by the Hancock National Bank of 
Boston, 

Mr. White is a Boston broker, and was 
awarded an option on $900,000 worth of the 


bonds. He did not have the money neces- 
sary to obtain the bonds, and made an ar- 
rangement with the Hancock Bank to han- 
dle them, The agreement entered into was 
that the bank was to receive $15,000 of the 
profils and a commission of one-fourth of 1 
per cent. Mr. and Mrs. White consented to 
this arrangement. 

It turned out that the bank did not have 
enotgh gold to’pay the call loan. However, 
it made another arrangement with the 
Third National Bank of this city to pay the 
necessary gold. The Third National Bank 
paid $200,000 on the bonds, and the first in- 
stallment was deposited in the Sub-Treas- 
ury. 
Mr. White at this time began to deal on 
the stock market through the brokerage 
firm of E. B. Cuthbert & Co. of this city 
and Boston. On coming to this city he was 
introduced to Russell Sage, who, it is re- 
ported, said he was amazed at the profit 
the Hancock National Bank was to make 
on the bonds, and declared that he could 
operate for him for a great deal) less. 

Mr. White consented to allow Mr. Sage 
and E. B. Cuthbert & Co. to furnish the 
balance on the bonds. All that Mr. Sage 
and the brokerage firm could furnish at the 
time was enough gold to pay for $640,000 
worth of the bonds. Mr. White induced 
Zimmermann & Forshay to furnish $80,000 
more in gold. Mr. White was to get the 
profit due him after those who furnished 
the gold were, reimbursed. 

Mr. White was. contented until, en- 
couraged by his gains, he obtained from 
Russell Sage a “‘tip’”’ on the stock market 
and tollowed it. He lost $20,000 worth of his 
profits on the bonds in this way. The Han- 
cock Bank, hearing of Mr. White’s deal- 
ings with Mr. Sage and others, instituted 
suit for the recovery of the $15,000 and’ the 
one-fourth of'1 per cent. commission. The 
bank also applied for the injunction. Mr. 
Sage and the other brokers are made party 
defendants in the suit, 

The counsel for Mr. White, in opposing 
the application for an injunction, admitted 
the purchase of the bonds and the trans- 
action with the Hancock National Bank. 
The allegation made by the bank that Mr. 
White and his wife were insolvent was 
denii.d by them. They likewise asserted 
that because the Hancock National Bank 
could not furnish all the. gold necessary it 
practically broke the agreement, causing 
Mr. White and his wife to pay $1,500 in ex- 
cess of what they would have paid had they 
not been delayed, and causing a loss in in- 
terest of $1,000. This $2,500 will be made a 
counterclaim when the Hancock National 
Bank suit is tried. 


CONSOLIDATION NOT PROBABLE,

The attention of Warner Miller was called 
yesterday to the revived discussion of an 
old rumor that a consolidation of the Nica- 
ragua and Panama Canal Companies was 
being considered. Mr. Miller is Chairman 
of the Board of Directors of the Nicaragua 
Canal Construction Company. 

“That talk is about eleven years old,” 
said he, ‘‘ but I have heard nothing of it 
except talk.”’ 

Mr. Miller was asked what he thought 
of such a scheme, and whether a consoli- 
dation would involve the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty or in other respects raise interna- 
tional questions. He replied that as an 
officer of the —, he would prefer not 
to discuss those subjects. He recallea, 
however. that the construction company 
was reorganized in 18938, and that it was 
free of all debt.

DR. PARKHURST WILL BATTLE NOW 
FOR STATE REFORMS. 


What He Says of the Raines Bill and 
the It Was 
Through—Would Reform the Les- 


Manner Jammed 


islature—His Views on Grenter 


New-York, and the Distrust He 


Feels in the Lawmakers Who 


Have Charge of the Measure. 


The Rev. Dr. Charles H. Parkhurst is 
about to lead another crusade, and this 
time he is going into State matters. He 
will not yet make public the lines on which 
he will cgnduct the attack. He simply al- 


lows it to be known that he will make his 
assault on the present legislative methods 
and ideas and the ‘“ boss’’ system. 

Within the past few months Dr. Park- 
hurst has traveled much in the State. He 
has been about the halls of legislation in 
Albany; he has visited Buffalo and many 
of the small cities and villages. He has 
been using his powers of observation. He 
has been talking with State officials, mem- 
bers of the Legislature, business men, 
farmers, politicians, and, in fact, repre- 
sentatives of almost all classes. He has 
been sounding them, finding their views 
on legislative questions and his reform 
ideas, 

Armed with the results of his observa- 
tions, Dr. Parkhurst is about to enter pol- 
itics again and surprise some of those who 
had counted him out as an active factor 
in the Presidential contest of this year. 
He was visited last evening at his house 
by a reporter for THE Nrmw-YorRK TIMES 
and asked his opinion about the Raines 
bill, now in the hands of Gov. Morton, 

‘“*So far I have had nothing to say about 
the Raines bill,”” he said. ‘‘I have been 
giving so much attention to the Greater 
New-York bill that I have had no time 
to become thoroughly acquainted with the 
other measure. So far as I can see, how- 
ever, it is very good in some parts and 
very bad in others. It is like a pill which 
has a sugar coating that conceals the 
bitterness in the centre. 

* But if the bill were good all through, 
if there was nothing bad in its provisions, 
yet I would still feel called on to con- 
demn it, because of the methods used in 
securing its passage through the Legis- 
lature. If the Ten Commandments of God 
had been made the basis of the moral law 
by the methods used in putting the Raines 
bill through the Senate and Assembly, I 
would not feel bound by them. 

“ The legislators no longer represent the 
people. They do not pretend to do so. 
They set themselves up as substitutes. end 
legislate in their own interest with little 
regard for the feelings of the people. 

A few weeks ago, in my sermon, I re- 
ferred to a State Senator with whom I 
rode to Albany. That Senator said to me 
at the time that no measure is presented 
to a Senator for his yote without his first 
question being as to the effect that meas- 
ure will have on his own political future. 
_ ‘For years measures have been passed 
by the Legislature under such conditions, 
and the people have not been consulted. 
They are begi nning to resent this. From 
New-York City to Buffalo good citizens are 
ready to join a-movement which will again 
place them in control of: their legislation 
and put an end to present methods. The 
Raines bill has done much to crystallize 
sentiment. The members of the Legislat- 
ure knew the general feeling of the people 
of the State regarding that measure, and 
then they rushed it ‘through ‘before the 
storm of indignation should ‘become so 
great as to overwhelm them.” 

** How can this be remedied?”’ 

“The people still have the power in their 
own hands. When their indignation reaches 
such a pitch that they are determined to 
put an end to such methods they will find 
a way to accomplish their purpose.” 

“Are you about to lead such a move- 
ment?” 

“I do not care to go into the matter just 
yet. I will only say that I am working 
‘in the State.’ ”’ 

*“ What part do you intend to take in the 
Greater New-York question?” 

‘I have devoted a great deal of thought 
to that, but I am not yet prepared to speak. 
In a few weeks I shall devote one of my 
sermons to the problems presented by 
Greater New-York. I. am rot opposed to 
consolidation on a proper basis, but unless 
a proper law is passed there are evils of 
government, now found in New-York, that 
will-simply be doubled by consolidation. 

“The managers of the bill pretend that 
they have abandoned the idea of govern- 
ing the city by Commissioners during the 
transition period. That may be. I will be- 
lieve it when the Greater New-York bill is 
passed, and not before. Those people can- 
not be trusted. I have not an lota of con- 
fidence in them. The avidity with which 
they seized on the Raines bill and the 
Greater New-York bill, and the enthusiasm 
with which they passed the former and are 
pushing the latter shows that they have 
some great interest in the matter. I will 
not trust them.”’

City Clerk Benjamin, in Search of 
Patronage, Says He Is Worse 
than “ Boss” McLaughlin. 


“T think you are a worse dictator than 
‘Boss’ McLaughlin has ever been in his 
palmiest days,” said City Clerk Joseph Ben- 
jamin to Mayor Wurster of Brooklyn in the 
latter’s office yesterday, when the City 
Clerk headed a delegation representing the 
Fidelity Club of the Twenty-first Ward, that 
visited the Mayor in quest of patronage. 

Mr. Benjamin in speaking of the inter- 
view said that he said to the Mayor: “I 
suppose, Mr. Mayor, in making these ap- 
pointments you will recognize the Twenty- 
first Ward, and in doing so recognize the 
President of the ward committee and the 
members of the county and executive com- 
mittees.”’ 

To this, the City Clerk says, the Mayor 
replied: “I won’t recognize anybody but 
my friends. I might as well speak plainly 
to you.”’ 

“What do you mean by that? I suppose 
we Republicans all stand on the same foot- 
ing. We helped to elect you,’’ said Mr. 
Benjamin. 

“ Well, you never were for me; you were 
opposed to me in the convention for 
Mayor,” said the Mayor. 

“You know very well I told you plainly 
that I was pledged to Mr. Bryant, and I 
simply exercised my right to advocate him, 
replied Mr. Benjamin. “ If you are opposed 
to me and I am going to be ostracized from 
the Republican Party simply for that rea- 
son, because I exercised my right as a Re- 
publican and kept my promise, acting as I 
believed for the best interests of the party, 
I might as well go back to my ward and re- 
sign from the organization.” F

THE REV. G. R. KRAMER OBJECTS 
TO HIS SERMONS ON EVOLUTION. 


“If Dr. Abbott Were a Presbyterian 
or a Methodist, I Think that, in 
View of Those Statements of His, 
It Would Not Be Long Before He 
Would Have to Give Up His Pul- 
pit,’ He Says—Views Contrary to/ 


Reason and Bibte. 


The Rev. Dr. Lyman Abbott has been 
preaching a series of sermons in Plymouth 
Church Sunday evenings on “ The Theology 
of an Evolutionist.” The first sermon was 
delivered Sunday evening, March 8, and in 
it Dr. Abbott discussed creation and evo- 
lution. In the course of the sermon Dr. 
Abbott made several statements with 
which some Brooklyn clergymen do not 
agree. 

One who does not agree with 
bott is the Rev. George R. Kramer, 
pastor of the Pilgrim Baptist Church, 
Brooklyn. Mr. Kramer comes of a family 
of ministers. His father was a Methodist 
preacher for many years, and two of his 
brothers are rectors in the Episcopal 
Church. 

‘““Most decidedly I do not agree with 
Dr. Abbott,’’ said Mr. Kramer yesterday, 
‘“‘and I am thankful I don’t. I believe 
that his views are contrary both to rea- 
son and the Bible.’’ 

In the course of his first sermon Dr. Ab- 
bott said; ‘‘ Theology had built the whole 
scheme of redemption on the fall of man. 
That had been the one great basic fact. 
Man made perfect—man fallen—man to be 
recovered, But when I opened my Bible 
and began to study, I found in.the third 
chapter of Genesis the story of the fall, 
and nowhere else in all the Old Testament 
so much as a direct allusion to it. It was 
not in the laws of Moses. It was not in 
the historical books. It was not in the 
poem of Job. It was not anywhere in the 
Psalms of David. ,it was not anywhere 
in the great prophets. Then I turned to 
the New Testament. It was not in any 
one of the Gospels. It was never referred 
to by Christ. It was not referred to by 
Peter, nor by John, nor by James. It was 
referred to only by Paul. By him only 
incidentally, except in one place, and that 
one piace the fifth chapter of Romans. 
It was referred to in a parenthesis, which 
might be taken out and the scope of the 
argument would be left unchanged.” 
_This passage is the one to which 
Kramer takes the most exception. 

“In the last part of that statement,’’ he 
sald, ‘“‘Dr. Abbott seems to push Paul 
aside. He practically says: ‘ Paul refers to 
it in a passage which might as well b 
omitted.’ Who has the authority to omit, 
this passage, or any other passage?

mine iniquity in my bosom.’ Moreover, the 
whole theory of the Mosaic Law is built 
upon the belief in the fall of Adam as an 
actual fact. 

“ Paul's writings are full of .reference to 
his actual] belief, besides the che to which 
Dr. Abbott refers, in the fifth chapter of 
Romans. In the second chapter of I. Tim- 
othy, verses 13 and 14, he says: ‘ For Adam 
was first formed, then Eve. And Adam 
was not deceived, but the woman being de- 
ceived was in the transgression.’ 

“Dr. Abbott seems to me to have come 
within the prophecy of Paul, ‘ For the time 
will come when they will not endure 
sound doctrine; and they shall turn away 
their ears from the truth and it shall be 
turned into fables.’ When a man like Rob- 
ert Ingersoll comes on a platform and says 
that the whole Bible is false, people_expect 
it from him, but when a man like Dr. Ab- 
bott enters Plymouth Church pulpit and de- 
clares that one part of the Bible can be left 
out, and that another part is a fable, the 
people reason that if Dr, Abbott says one 
part is wrong, why isn’t it all wrong?” 

The part of Dr. Abbott’s sermon in which, 
according to Mr. Raines’s view, he classed 
one part of the Bible as a fable, is as fol- 
lows: 

“Did Adam fall 6,000 years ago? I do 
not know, and I desire to say it reverently, 
I do not care. If I found the story of a 
garden with fruit, which, if a man ate it, 
would make him immortal, and fruit which, 
if he ate it, would give him a consciousness 
of good and evil, with a serpent which 
talked to him and with a God who walked 
in the garien, if I found that in Greek lit- 
erature, or Roman literature, or Hindoo 
literature, or Norse literature, I would say, 
That is a beautiful fable. I wonder what 
truth I can find in that fable. And I do not 
see any reason why, finding it in Hebrew 
literature, we should not say, That is 
beautiful fable. I wonder what truth is m 
that fable.”’ 

Of this passage Mr. Kramer said: “If we 
believe that a straightforward statement of 
facts like the creation and fall of Adam to 
be a fable, why should we not say that 
the story of the incarnation of Christ is a 
fable? Where are we to distinguish? ‘We 
can see that certain passages are ap#stro- 
phes, or are allegories, but what iS there 


us to call it a fable? 

“I don’t want to be understood as deny- 
ing the theory of evolution. There is a 
kind of evolution—the evolution of a Cu- 
nard Liner from a steaming teakettle. In 
the case of man. the line of relationship 
te the animal is not traced. Of course, 
there is a missing link. 

“Tf Dr. Abbott were a Presbyterian or 
a Methodt, I think that, in view of those 
statements of his, it would not be long be- 
fore he would have to give up his pulpit. 
There has been much discussion of that 
sermon among clergymen in this city, and 
I think I am safe in saying that nearly 
alt disagree with him.” 

Mr. Kramer preached to his congrere- 
tion a sermon last Sunday evening in ref- 
utation of Dr, Abbett’s views, taking for 
his text Romans, v., 12-19, the passage of 
Paul's writings to which Dr. Abboxt re- 
terred,

BOLD DAYLIGHT THIEF 





‘LEISURELY TESTED SILVERWARE 
IN A WEST SIDE RESIDENCE, 


When Mrs, Wineburgh Returned from 
Shopping He Opened the Deor for 
Her and Said He Was from the 
Police Department—She Screamed, 
but He Pushed Her Aside and, 
Outrunning a Servant and a Po- 


liceman, Made His Escape. 


A’ thief secured several hundred dollars’ 
worth of silverware in the residence of M. 
Wineburgh, 25 West Seventy-sixth Street, 
yesterday. He was disturbed while leisure< 
ly testing the family plate with acids. Al 


though chased through Central Park by a 
policeman, the robber escaped. 

Mrs. Wineburgh went out shopping yes« 
terday morning. A policeman stopped at 
the basement shortly after 11 o’clock, and 
one of the three servants in the kitchen 
treated him to a cup of coffee. It is sup- 
posed that the door was left open, giving 
the thief an opportunity to gain an en- 
trance, 

In the dining room the thief tested all 
the silverware with acid in order to deter- 
mine its value. As a result of the experi- 
ments over forty pieces of plated articles 
he left behind are discolored. The booty he 
carried away in his pockets included one 
dozen oyster forks, with the initials *‘ M. 
W.” on the handles; one dozen coffee 
spoons, a pair of salad tongs, an almond 
tray and spoon, a soup ladle, five dinner 
forks, one dozen pearl-handled knives, and 
a varied collection of napkin rings, tea- 
spoons, and nut picks. The burglar did not 
have a chance to apply the acid test to the 
rest of the family silver up stairs, owing 
to a sudden interruption, which, however, 
did not come from the servants. 

Mrs. Wineburgh returned from her shop- 
ping trip at noon. On the street at the time 
were a number of men shoveling snow 
from the sidewalks. Mrs. Wineburgh ran 
the bell. The robber responded and greeted 
her, with a polite bow. ’ 

“Who are you, and what are you doing 
here?’”’ said Mrs. Wineburgh. 

‘““Oh,”” he replied, with a smile, “I am 
connected with the Police Department, and 
there has been some trouble.” 

He started to brush by, but she suspected 
that he was a thief, and attempted to pre- 
vent his leaving the house. He pushed her 
aside and rushed down the doorsteps to the 
street. Mrs. Wineburgh then closed the 
door and began to shriek, With the inten- 
tion of alarming the servants in the base- 
ment. The servants responded, and rushed 
out on the street, screaming. 

The thief by this time had ‘almost reached 
the corner of Central Park West. One of 
the servants chased him to the Central 
Park wall. A moment later a Park po- 
liceman joined in the chase, but too late. 

The robber is described as a tall, stout 
man, weighing about 160 pounds, dark com- 
plexioned, and with a black mustache.

It was favorably 
received by all interests, with the excep- 
tion of the minority holders of the third 
mortgages, who feel that they have not 
been liberally treated. The majority of 
this issue, however, is already deposited 
with the Reorganization Committee. The 
preferred stock sold down to 11%4, but closed 
at 12%, a net loss of *% There was very 
large trading in the consolidated 5s, more 
than $1,500,000 face value changing hands 
at 47 to 49%, and closing at 48%, a net gain 
of 34% points. It is figured that these bonds 
are worth 60 under the plan. Baltimore & 
Ohio was dull, with the rest of the railway 
list.

A NEW WING OF ST. LUKE'S OPENED. 


The Norrie Pavilion of the Hospital

The southwest wing of St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital, at One Hundred and Thirteenth Street 
and Tenth Avenue, which is called the 
Norrie Pavilion in honor of Gordon Norrie, 
Treasurer of the hospital, was opened 
for patients yesterday.
